*«*  There  is  a  condensed  list  of  tliese  papers,  in  the  Appendix  (pp.  213-230)  of  The  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  Jared 
SparkSt  with  a  list  of  the  historical  manuscripts  collected  by  him  and  now  deposited  in  the  Library  of  Harvard  University  : 
Cambridge,  1871.  This  appendix  has  been  heretofore  the  only  key  to  the  contents  of  the  collection,  which  is  kept  in  a  sepa- 
rate case  in  the  Library.  The  Koman  numbers  for  headings  in  the  present  Calendar  show  the  order  in  which  the  Tolumes  stand 
in  the  case,  being  arranged  alphabetically  under  four  classes,  —  English,  French,  Spanish,  Miscellaneous.  The  Preface  of  the 
above-named  Catalogue  says  of  the  papers  that  under  Mr.  Sparks's  will  they  were  made  the  property  of  his  son,  Mr.  William 
!Eliot  Sparks,  with  a  conditional  reversion  to  Harvard  University.  Mr.  W.  E.  Sparks  has  since  (Sept.  1886)  died.  The  same 
account  adds  that  these  papers  "were  collected  with  intuitive  skill  and  increasing  ability  during  various  tours,  undertaken 
since  1819  for  the  purpose :  jfirst  in  the  thirteen  original  states;  often  elsewhere  in  his  own  enlarged  country;  tbree  times  in 
prolonged  visits  to  Europe ;  by  means  also  of  his  extensive  correspondence  during  the  years  1819-1866."  Then  referring  to 
papers  still  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Sparks's  family,  the  preface  goes  on  to  say :  '*  These  letters  are  arranged  in  sixty  large 
volumes,  with  a  daily  index.  The  Journals  of  the  tours  point  out  the  deposits  of  many  unknown  treasures;  sketching  scenes, 
characters  and  incidents — thus  preserving  information  and  reproducing  reminiscences  of  a  period  far  more  remote."  This  is 
the  material  for  some  future  adequate  biography  of  Mr.  Sparks,  who  has,  however,  already  been  commemorated  in  an 
extended  memorial,  which  was  prepared  with  every  advantage  of  access  to  his  papers,  by  his  friend,  the  Rev.  Dr.  George 
Edward  Ellis,  for  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society.  This  appeared  first  in  the  Proceedings  of  that  society,  May,  1868, 
and  then  separately  as  a  Memoir  of  Jared  Sparks^  LL.B.,  by  Geo.  E.  Ellis,  Cambridge,  1869,  accompanied  by  two  portraits, 
one  after  an  unfinished  Stuart,  painted  in  1828;  the  other  the  profile  of  a  bust  taken  later,  by  Hiram  Powers,  and  "presented 
to  Harvard  College  by  the  students  under  his  presidency."    There  is  also  a  Memoir  by  Brantz  Mayer,  Baltimore,  1869. 

Mr.  Sparks's  will  reads  as  follows :  "  My  will  further  is,  that  my  historical  manuscript  papers,  bound  in  volumes,  shall 
be  kept  together  in  a  case  by  themselves,  and  shall  become  the  property  of  my  said  son,  when  he  arrives  at  the  age  of 
twenty -one  years;  and  my  request  is  that  he  or  (in  case  of  his  death  before  he  arrives  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years)  my  said 
wife  win  ultimately  give  them  to  the  Library  of  Harvard  College,  at  such  time  as  he  or  she  may  choose;  or  if  such  transfer 
shall  not  be  made  before  the  death  of  my  said  wife  and  son,  then  my  wUl  is,  that  my  executors  shall  give  them  to  the  said 
library,  on  the  express  conditions  that  the  said  manuscripts  shall  always  be  kept  together  in  one  case,  and  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  such  persons  as  are  authorized  to  consult  books  in  said  library  imder  such  rules  as  will  secure  their  safe  and  care- 
ful preservation,  and  that  no  part  of  them  shall  ever  be  allowed  to  be  taken  out  of  the  library  buildmg."  On  July  2, 1866,  the 
Corporation  received  the  manuscripts  in  advance  of  the  deaths  of  the  legatees,  "  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  wUl,  the  control 
and  property  being  reserved  according  to  its  conditions  and  during  the  life  of  the  present  legatees." 


Amalie's  Jonmal,  1775.  Small  quaxto.  "From 
the  manuscripts  of  George  Chalmers.  Bought  in 
London,  1843."  The  title  page,  which  is  marked 
"  Thos.  Ainslie  "  in  an  upper  corner  reads  :  Journal 
of  the  most  remarhable  occurrences  in  the  Province 
of  Quebec  from  the  appearance  of  the  Rebels  in 
September,  1775,  until  their  retreat  of  the  sixth  of 
May.    Sit  mihi  fas  audita  loqui.    Vikgil.    1776. 

The  MS.  begins  with  transactions  of  the  summer 
of  1776,  and  becomes  a  daily  record  Dec.  1.  On 
the  30th  the  story  of  an  Irish  deserter  from  the 
rebels  is  given.  A  full  account  is  given  of  the 
attack  on  the  night  following  Dec.  31st.  On  Jan.  1, 
1776,  "Two  deserters  came  in  to-day.  On  their 
report  that  Mr.  Montgomery  is  missing,  the  dead 
bodies  were  shown  to  the  prisoners.  They  pointed 
out  their  general,"  etc.  The  last  entry  is  May  7, 
1776,  made  up  mostly  of  recapitulations  and  gen- 
eral reflections.

An  "Introduction"  on 
the  general  colonizing  schemes  of  the  English  fol- 
lows, and  then  comes  "  The  History  of  New  Eng- 
land in  which  is  contained  some  general  remarks 
of  what  happened  from  the  year  1620  in  the  first 
of  their  attempts  to  settle  colonies  there,  to  the 
year  1741."  The  eighteen  chapters  cover,  1,  a 
description  of  the  country;  2,  the  earliest  settle- 
ments ;   3,  Indian  wars,  sectarian  disputes,  perse- 
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cution  of  the  quakers ;  4,  Indians  and  the  wars 
with  them:  5,  from  King  James'  accession  to  the 
treaty  of  Utrecht,  1713;   6,  Sir  William  Phips; 

7,  divisions   and  subdivisions   of   New  England; 

8,  trades,  manufactures  and  clothing;  9,  food  and 
productions  of  the  soil ;  10,  religion,  education  and 
charities;    11,  government,   laws    and    currency;

Vol.  I.  "  Letter  books,  1758-1761,  New  Jersey, 
Massachusetts."  Begins  with  an  address  of  the 
fi:ee  towns,  and  Borough  of  Elizabeth,  Perth  Am- 
boy,  1758.  Copies  of  letters  to  and  from  Gov. 
Bernard,  in  part  respecting  Indian  troubles  on  the 
frontiers ;  the  affairs  of  the  militia,  and  treaties 
and  conferences  with  the  Indians.  The  letters  of 
1759  begin  on  p.  63,  and  those  of  1760  on  p.  214. 
The  drafts  are  sometimes  in  Bernard's  own  hand. 
They  include  letters  to  General  Amherst,  Gov- 
ernors Hamilton,  DeLancey,  and  Boone,  Sir  WU- 
liam  Johnson,  Col.  Peter  Schuyler,  Secretary  Pitt, 
Lord  Barrington,  and  others. 

There  are  also  letters  to  Lord  Halifax  and  the 
lords  Commissioners  for  trade  and  plantations 
during  Bernard's  New  Jersey  sojourn. 

In  April,  May  and  June,  1760,  there  are  several 
letters  to  A.  Oliver,  touching  Bernard's  transfer  to 
Massachusetts,  his  first  letter  from  Boston  being 
Aug.  7,  1760  (p.  272),  to  Lord  Barrington.  From 
Boston  he  wrote  to  Pitt,  Lord  Halifax,  W.  BoUan, 
Secretary  Pownall,  — the  letters  of  1761  be^nning 
on  p.  285,  and  the  last  in  the  volume  bearing  date 
Aug.  17,  1761. 


Vol.  II.  "Letter  books,  1761-1763.  Massa- 
chusetts." The  first  letter  is  dated  at  Boston, 
Aug.  17,  1761.  Besides  correspondents  already 
named  there  are  letters  to  the  Earl  of  Egremont, 
Cadwallader  Colden,  Brigadier  Timothy  Ruggles, 
General  Gage,  Thomas  Lechmere,  Maj.  Gen.  Bas- 
tide,  Col.  Thwing.  Most  of  the  letters,  however, 
are  to  the  Lords  of  Trade,  though  a  considerable 
number  are  addressed  to  Gen.  Amherst.  Bernard 
often  writes  from  Castle  William,  which  was  a 
favorite  summer  retreat  with  him.  Others  are 
addressed  to  Governors  Hardy,  Wentworth,  Bel- 
cher, Monckton,  Fitch,  Boone,  Murray,  Popple; 
Gen.  Shirley,  Sir  Geo.  Pococke,  Jasper  Mauduit, 
R.  Jackson. 

This  volume  also  contains  various  letters  respect- 
ing a  proposition  to  found  a  new  college  in  one  of 
the  western  counties.  One  of  Bernard's  letters  to 
the  Earl  of  Egremont  (p.  201)  introduces  to  the 
King's  attention  the  "  small  oblation  "  of  the  Pietaa 
et  Oratulatio  published  by  Harvard  College  on  his 
Majesty's  accession,  and  giving  the  reason  why  it 
had  not  been  earlier  offered.  To  one  corre- 
spondent, evidently  referring  to  the  book,  Bernard 
says:  "Perhaps  an  American  muse  may  be  as 
great  a  curiosity  as  any  the  country  affords."  Other 
letters  refer  to  the  grant  of  Mt.  Desert  island  to 
Bernard,  which  he  had  solicited. 

Several  letters  pertain  to  the  Acadians  —  one  in 
1762  forbids  any  more  to  be  landed ;  others  in  1763 
show  that  there  were  about  1100  souls  of  such  then 
in  the  province. 

Other  letters  concern  the  dislodging  of  the 
French  from  Newfoundland  in  1762.  The  last  in 
the  volume  is  Dec.  26,  1763. 

Vol.  III.  "  Letter  books,  1763-1765.  Massa- 
chusetts." The  letters  are  between  Apr.  9,  1763, 
and  July  15,  1765.  Some  new  correspondents 
appear,  Thos.

On  the 
24th  of  Feb.,  1783,  the  Council  voted  to  send  a  per- 
son with  a  flag  to  New  York  to  solicit  these  jii|)ers 
from  Sir  Guy  Carleton.  A  few  of  them  only  were 
found.  It  was  said  the  others  had  been  taken  to 
Charleston.  On  the  3d  of  June  following  it  is 
recorded  in  the  Journal  that  there  was  reason  to 
suppose  these  papers  had  been  removed  to  the 
island  of  Jamaica.  The  President  was  authorized 
to  take  measures  to  procure  them.  This  seems 
never  to  have  been  done."

Mar.  9,  1776,  from  Washington's  aide- 
de-camp  at  Cambridge  informs  the  commanding 
officer  in  New  York  that  the  General  apprehends 
that  the  enemy  will  steer  for  New  York  on  leaving 
Boston,  which  they  seem  preparing  to  do. 

Many  letters  relate  to  the  movements  about 
New  York  in  1776,  and  those  of  Washington  are 
numerous. 

In  the  autumn  of  1776  letters  from  Schuyler  at 
Albany  and  Saratoga  detail  movements  of  Gates 
and  the  northern  army. 

In  1777  there  are  letters  of  Washington,  Schuy- 
ler, Duane,  Jonathan  Trumbull,  Lincoln,  George

The  chronological  order  is  not  preserved  in  the 
arrangement,  and  next  come  letters  from  Wash- 
ington dated  at  Cambridge,  Aug.  10,  1775,  in 
which  he  complains  of  vessels  clearing  at  New 
York  with  fresh  provisions  for  the  West  Indies 
and  coming  instead  to  Boston,  and  that  it  is  be- 
lieved in  Boston  that  the  British  were  soon  to  leave, 
and  that  they  would  sail  for  New  York,  is  more  gen- 
erally believed.  Letters  of  Washington,  Aug.  BO, 
1775,  calls  for  munitions;  of  Oct.  5,  advises  the 
Provincial  Congress  of  N.  Y.  of  the  sailing  of  a 
fleet  from  Boston;  of  Oct.  13,  advises  that  this 
fleet'  stood  N.N.E.  after  leaving  Boston ;  of  Oct. 
24,  transmits  a  statement  from  Pearson  Jones, 
about  the  burning  of  Falmouth,  dated  Oct.  16 ;  of 
Nov.  16,  1775,  informs  the  N.  Y.  Congress  of  his 
sending  Knox  to"  bring  cannon,  &c.  from  Ticon- 
deroga;  of  Dec.  17,  1775,  saying  that  several  ships 
had  sailed  from  Boston,  destination  unknown.

Dept.  in  Paris  that  Sir  Henry  Clinton  and  others 
in  England  favored  him  with  materials.  Rocham- 
beau  writes,  after  reading  the  first  two  volumes  in 
manuscript,  to  the  ministry  in  commendation  of 
them.  The  minister  of  war  read  them,  suggested 
some  changes,  and  approved  their  publication. 
Rochambeau  asked  the  minister  to  permit  him  to 
furnish  material.  The  request  was  granted  on  the 
condition  that  Rochambeau  should  not  furnish  his 
correspondence  in  detail.  Rochambeau  furnished 
two  m^moires,  which  being  corrected  by  the  minis- 
ter, were  submitted  to  M.  Soul6s.  "These  cir- 
cumstances," adds  Mr.  Sparks,  "render  it  probar 
ble  that  his  work  is  very  authentic  and  accurate  in 
the  facts  it  contains ;  but  such  a  process  would 
naturally  render  it  deficient  in  some  important  par- 
ticulars, which  the  minister  and  the  general  might 
not  wish  to  see  stated  in  their  exact  proportions." 

"  [I  passed  two  or  three  weeks  with  Lafayette  at 
Lagrange  in  Nov.  1828.  The  articles  which  follow 
and  to  which  his  name  is  attached  are  the  substance 
of  his  conversations  with  me  at  different  times.]

Lord  Weymouth  to  Stormont,  Aug.  16,  1776, 
relating  to  Silas  Deane  and  his  doings ;  the  agency 
of  Beaumarchais.  Later  letters  are  occupied  with 
the  same  topics.  Stormont  to  Weymouth,  Aug. 
14, 1776,  about  Americans  in  London,  Dr.  William- 
son and  others. 

The  letters  of  this  period  cover  an  interchange 
of  observations  regarding  the  presence  and  opera- 
tions of  Americans  in  Europe,  and  the  shipment 
of  arms  to  America.  Some  of  these  letters  are 
marked  "secret";  others  "most  secret,"  "most 
confidential." 

Some  of  the  letters  relate  to  the  engaging  of 
French  officers  to  go  to  America ;  and  the  rela- 
tions of  the  French  Court  to  such. 

The  lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  Oct. 
3,  1776,  to  Weymouth,  respecting  the  danger  from 
American  cruisers  in  the  West  India  seas,  and  their 
operations  there.  This  matter  is  the  subject  of 
later  letters. 

The  matters  touched  in  subsequent  letters  may 
be  thus  chronologically  arranged  :  — 

Oct.  1776:  American  vessels  at  Bordeaux. 
Deane  watched.  The  House  of  Benson  at  Bor- 
deaux. The  cautiousness  of  Maurepas  and  Ver- 
gennes.  Du  Coudray.  Powder  from  Dunkirk 
taken  to  Martinico.  Affidavit  of  James  Stokes 
about  American  armed  vessels  in  the  West  Indies ; 
and  others  laden  with  powder  for  the  Colonies 
(signed  Aug.  7,  1776). 
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Nov.  1776:  Reports  of  Du  Coudray  taking 
powder  to  Ameriea.  Beaumarchaia.  Stormont's 
interview  with  Vergennes,  about  the  French  West 
Indies  supplying  the  rebels.  Deane  in  Paris,  giv- 
ing out  that  he  has  engaged  400  French  officers. 
Attempts  of  Stormont  to  raise  in  "Vergennes  a  sus- 
picion of  Deane.  The  Mediteranean  trade  of  the 
Americans  to  be  carried  on  in  French  bottoms. 
Beaumarchais  corresponding  with  Wilkes.  War 
with  England  talked  of  in  Paris.  Report  of  a 
treaty  between  Vergennes  and  Deane.  Spain 
likely  to  take  an  open  stand  for  the  rebels.  The 
Duke  of  Chartres  has  come  to  believe  war  will  not 
occur.     Beaumarchais'  movements  stopped. 

Dec.  1776:  Deane  attempting  to  explain  away 
British  successes  in  America.  France  watching 
British  movements,  and  learns  from  M.  de  Noailles' 
despatches  that  formidable  preparations  are  making 
in  England.  Franklin's  arrival  at  Nantes ;  "a 
subtle,  artful  man,  void  of  all  truth,"  and  "a  dan- 
gerous engine."  Vergennes  declared  that  no 
French  officer  went  to  America  with  his  approba- 
tion, and  had  his  spies  out  to  observe  any  such 
intending  to  go.  Suspicion  that  Franklin  is  charged 
with  a,  secret  important  mission.  Deane  "bribes 
high  for  French  officers. "  Du  Coudray  with  his  train 
goes  to  Boston,  via  Saint  Domingo.  De  Kalb  was 
secretly  sent  to  America  in  1770  [1768]  to  sow 
dissension.  Franklin  at  Versailles.  "Too  much 
reason  to  fear  Franklin  will  draw  France  into  the 
snare "  and  ' '  she  will  change  these  secret  suc- 
cesses into  open  assistance."  Weymouth  thinks 
Franklin  may  have  left  America,  thinking  her 
prostration  was  near.  Vergennes'  views  of  Frank- 
lin. Stormont  demands  of  Vergennes  the  surren- 
der of  English  vessels  brought  into  Nantes  by 
American  privateers.  Complains  of  ammunition 
being  given  to  American  vessels  in  the  French 
West  Indies.  Chances  of  letters  of  marque  being 
given  by  England.  French  officers  going  to 
America.  Account  of  a  long  interview  between 
Stormont  and  Vergennes.  Franklin  at  Nantes. 
-Du  Coudray  sails  from  Havre,  on  the  expedition 
prepared  by  Beaumarchais.  Other  ships  with  mu- 
nitions for  the  rebels  are  loading  at  Marseilles, 
Bordeaux,  and  Nantes.  Raising  of  troops  for  the 
rebels  in  France  and  Germany.  News  of  the  suc- 
cesses of  Howe  over  Washington.  Franklin  reaches 
Paris.  His  first  callers  are  "  low  people."  He  is 
refused  an  audience  with  the  King.  Beaumar- 
chais offends  the  French  ministry  by  hia  indiscre- 
tion. Powder  sent  from  Dunkirk  to  the  West 
Indies.  Stormont  is  satisfied  with  the  success  in 
circulating  the  reports  about  Franklin  being  a 
fugitive ;  and  is  much  exercised  whether  Franklin 
has  or  has  not  seen  Vergennes.  [This  was  Dec.  25  ; 
Franklin's  first  interview  was  Dec.  28.]  "Frank- 
lin and  Beaumarchais,  though  much  together,  are 


very  suspicious  and  distrustful  of  one  another." 
"  I  am  persuaded  that,  taking  in  all  the  circum- 
stances, Franklin  is  a  less  dangerous  instrument 
than  Deane."  The  proposals  Franklin  is  in- 
structed to  make  to  the  French  Court.  American 
ships  at  Nantes. 

Jan.  1777:  Account  of  Franklin's  supposed 
interview  at  Versailles,  with  his  propositions.  The 
King's  reply  is  that  he  will  observe  strict  neutrality. 
The  Choiseul  party  "take  Franklin  by  the  hand." 
American  privateers  refused  ammunition  at  Blaye 
(near  Bordeaux) .  The  impression  made  by  Frank- 
lin's arrival  is  wearing  away  fast.  Franklin  and 
Deane  in  treaty  with  the  Farmers  General.  Car- 
michael  rebuffed  in  approaching  the  Swedish  min- 
ister at  the  Hague.  Franklin  watched  by  Stor- 
mont, who  says  to  all  that  Franklin  is  only  a. 
fugitive  rebel.  ' '  The  effect  of  his  fur-cap  seems 
to  be  worn  out."  Beaumarchais  comes  out  of 
Maurepas'  with  "tears  in  his  eyes."  The  Choi- 
seul party  say  that  France  has  disgraced  herself 
by  being  willing  to  wound,  but  not  to  strike.  Beau- 
marchais directing  larger  exports  of  ammunition 
and  supplies  from  St.  Domingo.  Maurepas  con- 
niving at  the  sailing  of  vessels  with  supplies. 
Franklin  has  interviews  with  Gerard.  Count  d'A- 
randa's  partiality  to  the  rebels'  cause. 

Feb.  1777 :  Communications  of  Count  Broglio 
with  the  American  colonies.  Maurepas  reasons 
that  to  give  the  Americans  independence  would  be 
to  risk  the  retention  by  France  of  her  West  India 
islands.  Choiseul  has  secret  interviews  with  Frank- 
lin and  Deane.  Maurepas  will  help  England  if 
England  restores  Canada  to  France.  The  rebels 
drawing  arms,  etc.  from  Holland.  A  vessel  to  sail 
from  Nantes  with  munitions  for  the  rebels.  Lee 
signs  an  agreement  with  the  Farmers  General,  by 
which  they  take  tobacco  to  the  amount  of  nineteen 
million  livres.  Pennet  and  Rumley,  American 
agents,  fitting  out  vessels  at  Nantes.  Franklin  and 
Deane  receive  remittances  from  England.  The 
American  privateer  "Reprisal"  takes  the  Fal- 
mouth Packet  and  four  merchantmen ;  and  all  ar- 
riving at  L'Orient,  they  were  ordered  to  depart. 
Vergennes  says  he  lias  only  seen  Franklin  once. 
Encloses  letters  of  Franklin  and  Deane  to  Stor- 
mont, Feb.  23,  1777,  respecting  100  British  seamen 
in  Capt.  Wilkes'  custody,  and  making  a  proposal 
for  exchange. 

Mar.  1777 :  The  "Reprisal"  and  her  prizes 
had  not  been  warned  off,  as  Hunter  at  L'Orient 
reports  ;  and  the  vessel  is  in  fact  careening  there. 
Remonstrance  with  Vergennes  on  that  account, 
who  said  that  further  examination  of  the  "Repri- 
sal" showed  the  necessity  of  allowing  her  to  be 
careened.  Necessity  of  restitution  of  the  prizes 
taken  urged.  Memoire  (March  18, 1777)  presented 
to  Vergennes  on  the  subject.    Vessel  to  sail  from 
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Brest  with  stores  for  the  rebels.  American  vessels 
bring  expresses  to  ITranklin,  and  he  is  "propa- 
gating the  falsest  stories  of  the  disaster  of  the  Hes- 
sians." The  military  men  here  in  Paris  "  de  la 
vielle  cour  "  think  we  conduct  the  war  too  lenient- 
ly." Vergennes  holds  the  dictatorship  of  "Washing- 
ton for  six  months  to  be  a  dangerous  measure 
"dans  nne  r^publique  nalssante."  Vergennes 
thinks  the  British  minister  is  deceived  by  false  in- 
formation. The  British  minister  thinks  Vergennes 
knows  more  than  he  acknowledges.  De  Kalb  is  to 
embark  for  America.  Wyckes  conferring  with 
Franklin.  The  principal  nests  of  the  rebels  are 
the  H6tel  de  Hombourg  and  the  St.  Esprit  adjoin- 
ing the  other.  Two  peculiar  ships  building  in 
Holland  for  the  Americans.  "  That  infamous  in- 
cendiary, Deane,  is  more  countenanced  since  the 
accusation  of  John  the  Painter,  and  is  very  fre- 
quent in  his  visits  to  Versailles."  Carmichael, 
sometime  ago  in  Holland,  is  now  confidential  secre- 
tary to  Franklin  and  Deane,  and  sees  the  Oommis 
of  Vergennes  whenever  he  pleases.  Interviews 
of  Franklin  and  Count  d'Aranda.  Lee  at  Madrid. 
A  wild  enthusiasm  for  the  rebels  in  Paris  :  Maure- 
pas  finds  it  politic  to  preserve  peace,  but  winks  at 
all  help  given  the  rebels.  Stormont  hopes  he  left, 
like  Queen  Elizabeth's  ambassador,  all  his  passions 
at  Dover,  though  he  is  sorely  tried.  Lafayette,  a 
passionate  enthusiast  in  the  rebel  cause,  is  to  em- 
bark for  America.

April,  1777:  Lafayette  and  nine  officers  have 
embarked  on  a  French  vessel  at  Bordeaux.

Lafayette's  relatives  are 
displeased.  Deane,  notwithstanding  the  odious 
crimes  with  which  he  is  charged,  is  suffered  to  go 
to  Versailles.  The  letters  which  Franklin  gets 
from  England,  especially  from  Dr.  Barncroft,  are 
directed  to  M.  Eechaumont.  The  rebels  seem 
anxious  to  get  some  offer  from  us,  to  help  them  in 
their  negotiations  with  France.  Lee  at  Bilboa. 
Lafayette's  banker  to  answer  Deane's  drafts  to 
halfa  million  of  livres.  Lee  returns  to  Paris.  The 
American  ship  "Lexington"  arrives  at  Bordeaux 
with  despatches  to  Franklin.  Lafayette  freighted 
a  ship  with  cloth  for  the  rebels.  Fourteen  officers 
went  with  Lafayette.  M.  de  Broglio  secretly  con- 
nived at  the  movement.  Laf ayette^  overtaken  and 
will  return  to  France.  Interview  of*  Stormont  with 
a  friend  of  Vergennes,  relative  to  respective 
measures  of  France  and  England,  that  seemed  like 
preparing  for  war;  and  with  Maurepas,  who  de- 
nied that  any  treaty  with  the  rebels  was  in  progress. 
Lee  on  bad  terms  with  Franklin  and  Deane.  Count 
Broglio  corresponds  with  the  rebel  agents.  Amer- 
icans here  sympathising  with  our  cause  say  that 
vigorous  action  this  next  campaign  will  subdue  the 
lebelUon.    French  vessels  fitting  out  to  help  the 


rebels.  American  captains  to  command  t!iem. 
Attack  on  Glasgow  intended.  Vergennes'  fair 
promises.  Lafayette  confined.  An  anonymous 
oflfer  to  disclose  an  enterprise  of  the  re'jels  for 
1500  guineas,  being  a  treaty  of  the  rebels  with  a 
general  officer  of  France,  by  which  an  expedition 
is  to  go  to  New  Orleans.  Copy  of  the  proposed 
offer  in  French.  Stormont  authorized  to  use  his 
discretion.  The  French  ministry  wink  at  the  enter- 
prise. Franklin  and  Deane  sanction  it.  Eumor  of 
Lafayette's  escape. 

May,  1777 :  Lafayette  known  to  have  re-em- 
barkecj.  Franklin  has  engaged  sixteen  more 
French  officers.  Interview  of  Stormont  with  Ver- 
gennes and  Maurepas  about  the  American  Conyng- 
ham  bringing  prizes  into  Dunkirk,  with  Frazer's 
letters,  Dunkirk,  May  6,  1777,  informing  Stor- 
mont of  the  facts.  Weymouth  directs  Stormont  to 
decline  the  purchase  of  the  secret  offered  for  1500 
guineas.  Stormont  complains  to  Vergennes  of  the 
fitting  out  of  French  vessels  to  carry  supplies  to 
the  rebels  still  going  on.  The  "Amphitrite"  has 
reached  New  England,  without  making  any  show 
of  touching  at  the  French  islands.  Vergennes 
considered  the  New  Orleans  expedition  a  wild 
chimera.  The  "Polly,"  of  Philadelphia,  Capt. 
Wm.  Parkinson,  arrived  at  Bordeaux,  having  ta- 
ken the  ship  "  Falmouth"  of  Glasgow  on  the  voy- 
age, which  she  sent  to  Boston.  Capt.  Johnson  in 
the  "  Lexington "  has  joined  Wickes  off  Nantes. 
Franklin  displeased  at  Stormont's  remonstrance 
against  Conyngham  being  favored  at  Dunkirk. 
Franklin  going  to  Spain.  The  rebels  assured  by 
the  French  ministry  that  they  will  not  allow  Eng- 
land to  conquer  them.  Conyngham  and  his  mate 
Beach  imprisoned  in  Dunkirk.  Andrew  Frazer 
describes  an  interview  with  Conyngham.  Stor- 
mont's interview  with  Vergennes  about  Dunkirk 
matters ;  and  his  complaint  of  French  vessels  sail- 
ing really  for  America,  but  under  false  "  lettres  de 
mer. "  A  flotilla  of  American  privateers  off  Bor- 
deaux, including  the  "Lexington"  and  "  Reprisal," 
which  last  ship  had  remained  at  L'Orient  just  as 
long  as  she  wished  in  order  to  refit.  Ships  fitting 
out  at  Marseilles  or  Toulon  to  carry  stores  to  the 
rebels.  They  will  carry  French  colors,  clear  for 
the  French  "West  Indies,  carry  double  commissions, 
each  vessel  having  a  French  captain  and  one  com- 
missioned by  Congress.  Hynson  is  to  have  the 
direction  of  the  expedition,  and  will  receive  his  in- 
structions from  Deane.  Count  Falkenstein  refuses 
to  see  the  rebel  commissioners,  and  refused  to  give 
a  passport  to  Lee  to  go  to  Berlin.  Franklin  plans 
an  interview  with  Maurepas  at  Passy.  Interview 
with  Vergennes  about  matters  at  Dunkirk. 

Vol.  II.    1777-1778.      May  1777,  continued: 
The  ships  fitting  at  Marseilles  are  to  have  French 
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ofricers  on  board  to  take  command  in  case  they 
meet  British  ships.  Beaumarchais  is  carrying  out 
the  fitting  of  these  ships. 

Jane,  1777 :  American  privateers  in  the  West 
Indies  really  French  vessels.  Hopes  to  put  ofE  a 
French  war  till  the  rebels  are  subdued,  say,  with 
this  campaign.  Hynson  telling  doubtful  stories. 
Franklin  has  engaged  Pulaski,  ' '  one  of  the  King 
of  Poland's  assassins,"  and  five  or  six  French 
officers  to  go  to  America  and  by  a  vessel  bound  to 
Boston.  The  armament  of  the  cutter  at  Dunkirk 
goes  on.  Stormont  remonstrates  with  Vergennes. 
Bingham  at  Martinico,  a  rebel  agent,  gives  com- 
missions to  armed  vessels,  which  pass  for  French, 
having  a  French  crew  and  French  papers,  if  British 
cruisers  overhaul  them.  Conyngham  at  Dunkirk 
set  at  liberty.

Trains  of 
artillery  and  entrenching  tools  going  from  French 
ports  —  those  from  Marseilles  to  go  in  a  ship  com- 
manded by  Capt.  Lundy,  vrho  was  lieutenant  to 
M.  de  Bougainville  in  his  voyage  round  the  world.

Interview  of  Stormont  with  Maurepas  about  the 
"Greyhound;"  and  with  Vergennes  about  the 
proceedings  of  Beaumarchais,  in  sending  cannon 
to  the  rebels.  Guns  at  Marseilles  are  publicly  said 
to  be  for  the  insurgents.  Remonstrance  at  allowing 
Franklin  to  engage  French  officers.  Recruits  for 
the  rebels  obtained  in  the  streets  of  St.  Pierre 
(Martinico)  under  the  rebel  flag.

July,  1777:  The  "Reprisal,"  "Lexington," 
and  ' '  Dolphin  "  supplied  with  everything  they  wish 
in  French  ports.  The  French  governors  of  the 
West  Indies  suspected  to  be  concerned  in  the 
piracies.  Arthur  Piggott's  account  of  the  con- 
nivance at  Martinico  with  the  privateers,  where  he 
saw  one  Col.  Davis,  an  American  officer,  born  in 
Boston.  The  Americans  and  tbeir  prizes  go  into 
a  bay  called  Corbet,  near  St.  Pierre.  The  English 
in  the  island  watched.  The  American  flag  is  flying 
in  every  street.  Bingham,  the  American  agent 
there,  had  constant  access  to  Count  D'Argout,  the 
French  governor      More  French  than  American 


privateers  fitted  out  there.  They  carry  a  nominal 
American  captain.  Interview  of  Stormont  with 
Maurepas  about  the  assistance  given  to  American 
privateers,  and  a  demand  for  a  change  of  course  on 
the  part  of  the  French  government,  or  war  must 
follow.  This  was  an  interview  professedly  of 
private  gentlemen  to  allow  freedom  of  utterance. 
A  diplomatic  interview  with  Vergennes,  for  which 
the  other  was  a  preparation.  The  new  governor  of 
Martinico  would  act  more  discreetly.  The  rebels 
intending  to  form  their  privateers  in  European 
waters  into  a  squadron,  and  to  cruise  upon  the 
English  coast.  The  story  of  the  ' '  Reprisal,"  Capt.

complaints  of  the  seizure  of  French  vessels  by  the 
English.  Stormont  endeavors  to  make  Vergennes 
think  that  Franklin  was  really  an  intriguer  against 
the  French  ministry.  Stormont's  subsequent  inter- 
view with  Maurepas.  Stormont  thinks  the  general 
madness  of  the  French  in  favor  of  the  Americans 
prevents  any  French  ministry  doing  as  much  as 
they  would  to  preserve  peace.  Count  D'Eyck,  the 
Bavarian  minister,  and  the  Abbe  Nicol6,  the  Tus- 
can minister,  are  over-civil  to  Franklin,  who  in 
turn  has  to  be  submissive  and  intreat  the  French 
Court  to  be  allowed  to  stay  in  France.  Maurepas 
professes  a  desire  for  peace.  Richard  declares  the 
' '  Greyhound "  is  his  property  and  she  is  allowed 
to  sail  from  Dunkirk.  Five  American  captains  at 
Nantes,  —  Wykes,  Nicholson,  Hynson,  Johnston, 
and  Green.  Beaumarchais  said  to  have  purchased 
the  old  French  frigate  "  Hippopotame."  Vergennes 
refuses  to  order  American  ships  out  of  French 
ports  while  English  cruisers  were  in  sight.  An 
American  privateer  at  Brest,  wishing  water. 

Aug.  1777 :  Stormont  remonstrates  with  Mau- 
repas and  Vergennes  for  continued  inaction  as 
respects  the  American  privateers,  etc.  Franklin 
and  Deane,  through  Beaumarchais,  endeavor  to 
force  a  French  alliance.  Stormont  instructed  to 
insist  on  the  ' '  General  Mifilin '  and  other  rebel 
vessels  being  sent  from  port.  An  American  prize 
ordered  out  of  Cherbourg  was  sold  outside  the  port 
and  returned  as  a  French  vessel.  The  American 
privateer  ' '  Lexington "  chased  into  Morlaix  and 
rapturously  received  by  the  French.  Stormont's 
memorial  to  Vergennes  about  rebel  privateers  at 
Bordeaux,  and  further  interviews.  Two  American 
privateers  take  a  Jamaica  ship  into  Painboeuf. 
Maurepas  promises  the  "  Reprisal,"  "  Lexington," 
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"Dolphin,"  and  "  General  Mifflin "  shall  be  forced 
to  sea.  Stormont  ordered  to  seek  an  audience  with 
the  French  king. 

Sept.  1777-  Trance  making  efforts  to  stop 
the  fitting  out  of  American  vessels  in  French 
ports.  Interviews  of  Stormont  with  Maurepas  and 
Vergennes.  French  troops  sent  to  the  West  In- 
dies. Conyngham  will  be  punished  if  he  returns. 
Beaumarchais  believed  to  be  on  bad  terms  with 
Franklin  and  Deane.  Franklin  said  to  be  threat- 
ening to  leave  France.  The  Court  said  to  have 
notified  Franklin  that  it  was  ready  for  war.  Frank- 
lin presses  the  Court  for  succour ;  and  intends  to 
go  to  Madrid. 

October,  1777 :  The  French  ministers  communi- 
cate with  Franklin  through  M.  Chaumont.  Deane 
lives  now  with  Franklin,  changing  his  lodging  from 
Madame  Qualen's,  who  was  suspected  by  Vergen- 
nes of  being  open  to  Stormont's  bribes.  M.  de 
Sartines  has  engaged  people  to  build  two  large 
ships  for  the  rebels.  American  privateers  are 
still  succored  in  French  ports. 

Nov.  1 777  •  Interviews  with  Maurepas  and  Ver- 
gennes. A  vessel,  ostensibly  Dutch  but  really 
rebel,  fitting  out  at  Bordeaux.  Spain  and  France 
paying  money  to  the  Americans.  Two  American 
privateers,  which  took  the  "Clarendon"  and 
"Hanover  Planter,"  are  still  in  the  river  at 
Nantes;  and  the  "Alfred"  and  "Raleigh"  are 
still  at  L'Orient,  and  their  Captains  are  walking 
about  Paris  in  their  uniforms.  Maurepas  says 
they  had  orders  to  qiiit  their  uniforms  and  leave 
Paris.  The  Americans  are  still  countenanced  at 
Martinieo.  Advices  from  the  West  Indies  show 
that  Delaplaine  is  bound  to  France  with  messages 
from  Congress ;  that  seven  American  privateers 
had  sailed  from  St.  Pierre  to  cruise  to  the  wind- 
ward of  Barbadoes ;  that  the  rebel  privateer  "  St. 
John,"  Capt.  Palmer,  14  guns,  had  sailed  from  St. 
Pierre  on  a  cruise;  that  another,  the  "Tiger,"  14 
guns,  etc.,  was  at  St.  Lucia;  that  all  these  vessels 
had  few  Americans  on  board ;  that  three  American 
ships  were  fitting  out  at  Fort  Royal ;  that  Ameri- 
can prizes  are  freely  disposed  of  in  two  bays 
neighboring  to  St.  Pierre  ;  that  English  sailors  are 
confined  at  St.  Vincent  as  prisoners  ;  that  an  inter- 
cepted letter  of  John  Langdon,  Portsmouth,  May 
26,  1777,  to  Bingham,  the  American  agent  in  the 
French  islands,  informed  him  of  the  arrival  at 
Portsmouth  of  two  French  ships  with  munitions. 
Fifty  thousand  stands  of  arms  to  be  shipped  for 
American  ports  from  Nantes  and  L'Orient. 

Dec.  1777 :  A  large  warehouse  at  Nantes,  used 
by  the  rebels,  contains  80,000  stands  of  arms, 
which  are  gradually  shipped  to  America.  The 
"  Pacifique,"  now  at  Nantes,  will  take  some.  This 
vessel  has  "double  captains."  "Stormont  sends 
to  Weymouth  (Dec.  6)  such  particulars  as  he  has 


got  of  Burgoyne's  catastrophe,  including  a  paper 
by  Franklin  embodying  the  substance  of  letters 
from  Congress,  which  left  Boston  Oct.  31  and 
reached  Nantes  Dec.  1.  Franklin  is  circulating 
bulletins,  "which  he  varies  according  to  the  credu- 
lity of  those  for  whom  they  are  designed."  A  bil- 
let of  Franklin  ' '  wMch  savors  strongly  of  his 
crafty  arrogance  is  given.  Franklin  has  con- 
stant communication  with  England,  and  causes,  it 
is  suspected,  the  current  suggestions  that  now  is 
the  time  for  England  and  the  Colonies  to  come  to 
terms.  Stormont's  interview  with  Vergennes  about 
privateers  in  French  ports  and  the  countenance  of 
them  at  Martinieo.  Spain  urging  upon  France  an 
understanding  to  join  the  rebels.  Maurepas  "  still 
insidious  but  not  openly  hostUe."  Sixty  vessels  in 
French  ports  would  sail  for  America  if  orders 
from  the  Court  did  not  prevent.  Franklin  urging 
the  French  Court  to  enter  into  an  agreement,  and 
so  shut  out  friendly  overtures  from  Great  Britain 
to  the  Americans.  Franklin  denies  it,  but  it  is 
supposed  a  treaty  has  been  agreed  upon  ;  but  Ver- 
gennes denies  it.  "  Vergennes  is  always  upon  his 
guard."  Maurepas  also  denies  it,  and  retorts  that 
he  learns  the  English  will  offer  to  admit  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  Americans  if  they  will  join  Eng- 
land in  an  attack  on  France.  Stormont  denies 
this ;  but  he  made  only  "a  momentary  impres- 
sion.'' The  rebel  agents  always  go  to  Versailles 
in  the  night.  Stormont  has  no  shadow  of  a  doubt 
that  the  French  and  Spanish  Courts  are  combining 
against  England ;  they  are  increasing  their  naval 
strength;  the  first  blow  will  probably  fall  in  the 
West  Indies ;  the  nation  is  strongly  for  war ;  Gi- 
rard  goes  to  Passy  in  the  night,  and  Franklin  and 
Deane  make  him  nightly  visits  at  Versailles. 
French  ships  with  supplies  are  to  be  sent  to 
America  under  convoy  of  French  men-of-war, 
probably  to  New  England.  A  French  frigate  of 
36  guns  will  sail  from  Bordeaux  with  Deane's 
brother  and  carry  a  new  cypher  with  Congress. 
France  and  Spain  have  practically  given  8,000,000 
livres  to  the  Colonies.  Carmichael  goes  on  board 
the  "Lyon"  at  Nantes.  The  King  of  Prussia  is 
endeavoring  to  form  an  intimate  connection  with 
this  Court.  The  French  ministry  have  surrounded 
Stormont  with  spies,  to  see  if  he  opens  negotia- 
tions with  Franklin  and  Deane. 

Jan.  1778:  French  ofScers  returned  from 
America  say  that  Washington's  army  is  brave  but 
lawless.  D'Estaing  is  known  to  have  said  that 
war  with  England  would  take  place  before  the  end 
of  March.  There  are  no  intermediaries  now  as 
formerly  between  the  French  ministry  and  Frank- 
lin, but  direct  intercourse.  Stormont  recommends 
forcing  France  to  a  categorical  answer  upon  the 
question  of  an  American  alliance.  Twenty-one 
more  French  ships  are  to  be  put  in  commission. 
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Count  D'Artois  said  so.  Interview  with  Vergen- 
nes,  which  did  not  remove  Stormont's  suspicions. 
Stormont  thinks  Maurepas  wishes  England  to 
strike  first,  and  Is  waiting  to  see  what  effect  her 
proposals  have  on  Congress. 

Fel.  1778:  A  French  naval  officer  with  seven 
ships  will  convey  from  Nantes  the  following  ships  : 
A  frigate  commanded  by  Capt.  Nicholson ;  a  ship 
of  18  guns,  Capt.  Young;  the  "  Brune,"  a  French 
East  Indiaman,  bought  by  American  agent,  with  a 
Mr.  Browne,  an  American  supercargo;  two  ships 
laden  by  Williams  the  rebel  agent;  two  French 
ships  also  laden  for  Congress;  —  all  these  bound 
to  Boston.  Also  a  French  ship  bound  to  South 
Carolina.  The  "  Amphitrite,"  now  called  the 
"  Ranger,"  Capt.  Jones,  is  to  join  the  convoy  and 
accompany  it  part  way,  and  he  is  directed  to  carry, 
any  prizes  he  may  later  take,  to  Bilboa  or  Corunna. 
The  French  convoy  is  to  go  with  the  ships  about 
250  leagues.  The  treaty  of  France  and  America, 
provisionally  signed,  is  a,  commercial  one  for  30 
years.  Franklin  has  opened  a  loan  for  £2,000,000. 
The  British  man-of-war  "Hector"  takes  the 
French  ship  "Koulican,"  carrying  arms,  as  was 
alleged,  to  the  rebels.  France  has  probably  made 
both  a  commercial  treaty  and  one  of  alliance  with 
the  rebels,  supposed  to  have  been  signed  on  the 
6th  inst.  The  French  naval  officer,  M.  de  la  Motte 
Piquet,  will  convoy  eighteen  or  twenty  ships, 
which  will  gather  from  St.  Malo,  Nantes,  L'Orient, 
La  Rochelle,  etc.  Several  have  American  as  well 
as  French  captains.  The  rebel  colonies  have  met 
with  as  little  candor  from  France  as  has  been 
shown  in  negotiations  with  England. 

Mar.  1778:  Stormont  advises  immediate  war. 
Weymouth,  Mar.  13,  advises  Stormont  that  M.  de 
Noailles,  the  French  ambassador  in  London,  had 
just  notified  him  of  a  treaty  with  the  colonies  in 
rebellion,  and  Stormont  is  directed  to  leave  Paris 
"  without  taking  leave,"  giving  notice  of  it  to  "  as 
many  of  His  Majesty's  subjects  as  you  conve- 
niently can."

1776.  January.  The  American  vessel  "Ad- 
venturer," Captain  Samuel  Shillaber,  of  Rhode 
Island,  preparing  to  leave  Amsterdam  under  Dutch 
colors. 

March.  Tricks  here  to  cover  contraband  trade. 
Vessels  loaded  for  Africa  proceed  to  St.  Eustatia, 
where  rebel  agents  buy  their  cargoes.  Powder 
sent  to  America. 

April.  Smuggling  from  Zealand  to  America. 
Correspondence  of  the  rebels  with  the  Dutch  in 
St.  Eustatia,  through  Isaac  Van  Dam,  who  has 
sent  powder  to  Virginia.  Yorke  holds  a  confer- 
ence with  the  deputies  of  the  States  General. 
PrankUn's  correspondence.  An  American  ship  at 
Rotterdam  watched.  Two  such  ships  at  Amster- 
dam. The  government  at  Brussels  had  forbidden 
the  exportation  of  arms,  etc.,  to  America. 

May.  A  party  of  Americans  from  London 
watched.  Col.  Boyd,  from  New  Hampshire,  in 
Amsterdam.  He  has  a  passport  from  Congress.

It  is  shipped  in  tea-chests, 
rice  barrels,  etc.  Isaac  Lascelles  Wynne,  a  Phila- 
delphia Quaker,  coming  to  buy  powder.  Letter 
from  the  Abb6  Desnoyes  relative  to  the  Philadel- 
phia Commission  from  Franklin.  Conference  with 
the  deputies  of  the  States  General  relative  to  the 
trade  of  St.  Eustatia  with  the  rebels.  Dr.  Hugh 
Williamson,  a  rebel  agent. 

June.  Capt.  Walton's  arrest  of  the  "Judith 
Aletta,"  Capt.  Robert  Patterson.  Powder  shipped 
to  French  ports. 

August.  Letter  of  Abbe  Desnoyes  to  Vergen- 
nes.  Interview  with  the  Pensionary  about  the 
illicit  shipments  of  powder,  etc.  Opinions  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence. 

September.  The  States  General  called  upon  to 
act  more  vigorously,  and  a  memoire  presented  to 
that  purpose.      Mackintosh  transmitting    minute 
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points  of  the  Dutch  Constitution  to  the  Trans- 
Atlantic  legislators. 

October.  The  Pensionary  orders  new  precau- 
tions. Answer  to  the  English  m^moire.  The 
Dutch  government  issue  a  proclamation,  which 
some  people  disregard.  Terhorst  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  Philadelphia  rebels.  The  Dutch 
government  powerless  to  restrain  the  merchants  of 
Amsterdam,  so  great  are  their  profits.  The  source 
of  difficulty  is  the  Marine  Treaty  of  1674,  —  free 
ships,  free  goods.  Commissioners  of  the  Dutch  to 
confer  with  the  English  ambassador.  Necessity  of 
bringing  the  Dutch  government  to  a  stricter  dis- 
charge of  their  obligations  to  England. 

Nbvemier.  Torke  writes  :  ' '  My  bastard  brother 
ambassador,  Deane,  is  at  Amsterdam."  The  Am- 
sterdamers  have  overstocked  St.  Eustatia.  Alex- 
ander Foster  at  Amsterdam,  and  William  Hodge 
at  Rotterdam,  the  American  agents. 

December.  English  manufactures  conveyed 
through  Holland  to  America.  Alexander  Forrest 
was  at  Amsterdam.  Hodge  has  departed.  Car- 
michael  said  to  be  at  Berlin  trying  to  arrange  a 
trade  in  tobacco.  American  produce  comes  to 
Amsterdam  through  French  ports.  The  rebels 
"  lose  friends  every  day,  which  is  the  fate  of  those 
going  down."  The  rebel  trade  is  pouring  into 
French  and  Spanish  ports  rather  than  into  Dutch 
ports.  American  cruisers  daily  dropping  into  Bor- 
deaux. Ships  bringing  tobacco.  Rumors  about 
Dr.  Franklin. 

1777.  February.  The  Dutch  governor  still 
maintained  at  Eustatia  after  the  English  com- 
plaints. The  Rebel  flag  saluted  in  the  Dutch 
islands.  England  demands  Gov.  Van  der  Graef  s 
recall.  English  cruisers  directed  to  search  all 
Dutch  vessels  going  in  and  out  of  St.  Eustatia  for 
arms. 

March.  The  English  ambassador  presents  a  me- 
morial to  the  States  General  [it  is  in  the  Annual 
Register,  1777]  demanding  a  categorical  answer. 
It  creates  a  stir.  The  loss  at  Trenton.  Yorke 
calls  Lee  "the  worst  present  the  Americans  could 
receive."  American  vessels  saluted  at  St.  Croix. 
Vessels  from  St.  Eustatia  -  bring  American  pro- 
duce, part  of  it  sold  there  by  British  cruisers, 
which  had  captured  it.  England  revokes  her  orders 
respecting  the  seizure  of  Dutch  ships.  Goods  find 
an  American  market  from  Rotterdam  by  way  of 
Bordeaux. 

April.  A  Dutch  translation  of  Lind's  rejoinder 
to  the  American  Congress.  The  merchants  of  St. 
Eustatia  complain  of  the  stringent  repressive  meas- 
ure of  their  governor ;  but  Yorke  believes  the  re- 
monstrance originated  in  Amsterdam. 

May.  Negotiations  with  the  Dutch  government 
about  "a  piratical  cruiser."    Yorke's  memorial  to 


the  government  about  the  "  Surprise,"  Capt.  Cun- 
ningham, at  Dunkirk,  and  the  imprisonment  of 
Cunningham.     Lee  at  Berlin. 

June.  A  ship,  the  "  Friendship,"  Capt.  JTonro, 
from  Charleston,  S.  C,  arrived  at  Amsterdam, 
showing  British  colors,  bringing  two  loyalists, 
Perroneau  and  Cooper,  who  go  to  London.  The 
Brest  fleet  not  going  to  sea.  A  communication 
appears  in  the  Leyden  Gazette,  the  joint  work  of 
Franklin,  Dumas  and  Luzac. 

July.  Wickes,  who  took  the  vessels  on  the  west 
coast,  is  said  to  have  commanded  the  ship  which 
brought  Franklin  to  Europe.  The  trade  of  St. 
Eustatia  and  Martinico  ruined  by  the  EngUsli 
cruisers.     Silas  Deane  going  to  Holland. 

August.  A  plan  is  hinted  at  of  the  French  to 
send  ships,  ostensibly  to  Martinico,  but  really  to 
Canton,  to  destroy  English  shipping  there.  Cap- 
tures in  the  West  Indies.  American  released  in 
the  Spanish  West  Indies.  One  Tucker,  a  rebel, 
tells  this  to  a  spy  of  Yorke's. 

September.  The  Amsterdamers  are  too  power- 
ful for  the  Dutch  government. 

October.  A  Surinam  ship  has  been  stopped  and 
plundered  by  a  rebel  ship  on  its  passage  to  Holland. 
The  Amsterdam  merchants  granted  an  armed  con- 
voy for  their  ships  bound  to  the  West  Indies. 

November.  The  English  funds  rising  on  the 
news  from  Howe.  Benjamin  Sowden,  a  clergy- 
man at  Rotterdam,  is  sending  tidings  to  Franklin 
in  Paris.  The  rebel  privateers  unloading  their 
cargoes  into  Dutch  bottoms  in  mid  ocean. 

December.  Dutch  ships  sail  before  the  convoy 
is  ready. 

1778.  January.  Gov.  de  Graef  to  come  home 
from  St.  Eustatia. 

February.  A  strange  ship  building  at  Amster- 
dam. The  Exchange  at  Amsterdam  excited  over  the 
approaching  rupture  between  France  and  England. 
March.  The  trading  towns  hope  their  neutral 
position  will  give  them  large  profits.  The  Prince 
of  Orange  warmly  attached  to  Great  Britain. 

April.  The  question  of  increasing  the  arma- 
ment of  Holland.  Reports  of  Franklin's  purpose 
to  assist  France  only  in  a  commercial  way.  Eng- 
land can  never  permit  the  Dutch  to  be  carriers  of 
her  enemies.  John  Adams,  just  arrived  at  Bor- 
deaux, is  made  a  raree-show. 

May.  The  Dutch  Gazetteers  apologise  tor  sta- 
ting that  Spain  joined  France  in  the  alliance  with 
America.  The  American  agents  in  France  com- 
municate with  the  Dutch  government,  and  it  is 
concealed  for  a  while  from  the  English  minister. 

June.  The  refusal  to  receive  an  American  agent 
in  Vienna  having  a  good  effect  in  Holland.  Yorke 
inserts  an  article  on  the  matter  in  the  Dutch  pa- 
pers.    The  Court  of  France  displeased  with  that 
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of  Spain,  and  supposes  the  conduct  of  the  Spanish 
king  to  arise  from  the  influence  of  his  confessor, 
the  enemy  of  France. 

July.    France  intriguing  in  Holland. 

August.  French  privateers  entering  Dutch  ports 
■with  prizes.  The  Dutch  promise  to  prevent  it  in 
future.  The  Treaty  of  1674  an  eternal  stumbling 
bloclc,  in  its  free  ships,  free  goods.  Count  By- 
land's  conduct  at  St.  Eustatia  satisfactory  to 
England. 

September.  The  Dutch  government  urged  by 
France  to  make  demands  for  Dutch  vessels  seized 
by  English  cruisers.  "This  country  is  running 
headlong  into  a  dependence  upon  the  Court  at  Ver- 
sailles."

The  French  ambassador  feasts  the  mas- 
ters and  passengers  of  nine  or  ten  American  ves- 
sels now  in  Amsterdam. 

October.  Paul  Jones'  fleet  at  Texel.  Yorke 
asks  the  Prince  of  Orange  what  action  the  Dutch 
government  would  take.  Capt.  Pearson  writes  to 
Yorke,  who  presents  a,  memorial  to  their  High 
Mightinesses.  Attempts  to  arrest  Jones.  Jones 
abused  in  Amsterdam.  The  French  ambassador 
at  the  Hague.  The  Dutch  being  puzzled,  do  noth- 
ing at  all  The  ' '  Serapis  "  waiting  to  be  repaired.

The  King  of 
Sweden  thinks  nothing  could  be  more  dangerous 
to  Europe  than  the  independence  of  America. 
Great  effect  of  Cornwallis'  victory.  The  papers 
captured  with  Laurens  producing  efl'ects  in  Hol- 
land, and  open  people's  eyes  to  the  intrigue  of 
Amsterdam  with  the  rebels. 

November,  A  pamphlet  appears  from  the  Bur- 
gomasters of  Amsterdam  justifying  their  action. 

The  English  me- 
morial made  public,  and  causes  alarm.  Amster- 
dam pretends  that  the  treaty  discovered  through 
Laurens'  capture  was  only  to  be  operative  on  the 
English  acknowledgment  of  American  indepen- 
dence. The  States  General  disapprove  the  act  of 
Amsterdam.     John  Adams  quiet,  but  watched.

Yorke 
presents  a  new  memorial,  to  which  an  evasive 
answer  is  given.  Stormont  (Dec.  16)  orders  Yorke 
to  quit  Holland  without  taking  leave.

Mr.  Sparks"  adds :  "It  must  be  remembered 
that  when  Lafayette  came  to  this  country  he  was 
but  twenty  years  old  and  was  not  acquainted  with 
the  English  language.  He  told  me  that  he  applied 
himself  to  the  language  on  the  voyage,  and  made 
such  progress  as  he  could.  But  he  had  afterwards 
little  time  for  a  regular  and  classical  study  of  Eng- 
lish. Circumstances  required  him  to  write  the 
language  very  soon,  and  before  he  could  pretend 
to  a  knowledge  of  it.  These  facts  explain  the  con- 
stant and  sometimes  extreme  inaccuracies  of  style 
which  occur  throughout  this  volume."

The  following  list  has  been  prepared  from  a  card-catalogue  of  authors  used  in  indexing  the  species  of  fungi  found  in  the 
United  States  and  the  northern  parts  of  North  America.  The  list  does  not  include  works  on  Schizomycetea,  as  that  group  is 
now  studied  principally  by  specialists,  and  includes  forms  the  greater  part  of  which  belong  rather  to  the  department  of  medi- 
cine than  to  botany  proper,  and  the  literature  of  the  subject  is  already  well  indexed  elsewhere.  The  present  list  aims  to 
include  mainly  works  of  greater  or  less  value  to  working  botanists,  and  it  would  be  diihcult  and,  perhaps,  unnecessary  to  add 
the  very  large  number  of  papers  of  a  popular  and  indeilnite  character  relating  to  fungi  not  specifically  named  which  are  scat- 
tered through  the  various  agricultural,  horticultural,  and  other  journals.  Neither  has  it  been  thought  best  to  enumerate  the 
general  and,  to  botanists,  well-known  treatises  which  include  fungi  as  well  as  other  orders  of  plants,  unless  special  reference  is 
made  to  North  American  species,  or  unless  they  contain  figures  of  our  species  not  easily  found  elsewhere.  As  it  is,  the  pres-' 
ent  list,  which  is  the  first  of  the  kind  yet  published,  will  show  that  the  general  belief  of  botanists  not  specially  studying  the 
subject  that  very  little  has  been  written  on  North  American  mycology  is  by  no  means  correct.  The  means  for  obtaining  good 
summaries  of  the  current  literature  have,  within  the  last  few  years,  been  much  improved ;  and,  in  order  to  complete  the  record 
of  the  past  as  far  as  possible,  botanists  are  requested  to  send  corrections  of  and  additions  to  the  present  nst,  which  may  he 
issued  in  a  supplement.  Thanks  are  due  to  a  number  of  authors  who  have  kindly  consented  to  revise  the  list  of  their  works 
for  publication. 

Where  the  pages  of  reprints  dif  er  firom  the  original  they  are  put  in  parenthesis.  The  dates  after  authors'  names  indicate 
the  date  of  birth,  and  death  is  indicated  by  a  cross  (t).

The  author  was  at  one  time  employed  as 
botanist  at  the  united  States  Agricultural  Department,  and 
prepared  a  list  of  p^nts,  pp  27,  which  was  distributed  as  a 
circular,  but  was  never  printed  in  any  government  publi- 
cation. It  is  said  to  have  oeen  suppressed  in  consequence  of 
the  very  numerous  errors  it  contains.  On  pp.  26,  27  is  a  list  of 
72  fungi,  apparently  from  Missouri,  31  of  them  said  to  be  new 
species.  There  is  no  title-page,  and  the  date,  which  is  not 
printed  but  written,  is  Nov.  1, 1866.

A   FEW   NOTES 

CONCEKNING  THE  EECOEDS  OF  HAEVARD  COLLEGE. 

By  ANDREW  McFARLAND  DAVIS. 


The  Records  of  Harvard  College  have  been  carefully  examined  by  several  diligent  and  competent 
students.  The  histories  of  Peirce  and  Quincy  bear  testimony  to  the  use  which  those  authors  made  of 
them.  The  thorough  analysis  of  the  several  books  of  old  records  made  by  the  latter  in  the  appendix  to 
his  first  volume,  and  the  copious  extracts  which  he  then  published,  furnish  much  information  concern- 
ing the  character  of  the  books  and  their  contents.  Sibley,  in  his  Harvard,  Graduates  and  in  contri- 
butions to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  has  also  made  public  much  that  is  of  interest.  Yet 
there  is  a,  great  deal  remaining  unpublished  which  is  both  interesting  and  valuable.  Neither  of  the 
gentlemen  who  have  thus  made  use  of  the  records  could  do  more  than  make  selections.  The  limitations 
under  which  they  severally  worked  necessarily  compelled  them  to  leave  untouched  considerable  material, 
some  of  which  rivals  in  interest  that  of  which  they  made  use.  It  is  rare  indeed  that  a,  gleaner  in  an 
historical  field  which  has  been  so  thoroughly  worked,  has  so  favorable  an  opportunity  afforded  for  select- 
ing from  material  which  may  be  termed  original,  as  is  offered  to  him  who  has  access  to  these  records. 


THE   CONTENTS   OP  A  MISSING  BOOK  OF   RECORDS. 


In  the  account  of  the  burning  of  Harvard  Hall, 
in  1764,  which  is  entered  in  the  Donation  Book, 
the  statement  is  made  that  the  first  book  of  records 
was  destroyed  in  this  fire.  Quincy,  in  his  analysis 
of  the  Records,  says  :  "  There  is  no  College  Book 
extant  denominated  No.  II. ;  but  that  which  is  now 
called  No.  I.,  and  by  President  Wadsworth  is  re- 
ferred to  as  such,  is  sometimes  in  later  College 
Books  referred  to  as  No.  II."  Eollowing  the 
suggestion  contained  in  the  paragraph,  he  had  the 
volume,  when  bound,  labelled  I.  &  II.  It  will  be 
observed  that  Quincy  relies  upon  Wadsworth  for 
proof  that  this  volume  was  recognized  as  No.  I.  in 
Wadsworth's  time.  The  Donation  Book  was  com- 
piled by  Dr.  Andrew  Eliot,  and  the  statement 
therein  made  that  the  first  book  of  records  was 
destroyed  in  the  fire  is  probably  to  be  credited  to 
him.  Wadsworth  was,  however,  better  authority 
as  to  what  book  should  be  called  Book  No.  I.  than 
Dr.  Eliot.  Both  he  and  Leverett  were  diligent 
searchers  of  the  early  records  of  the  College. 
They  stood  side  by  side  in  the  quarrel  concerning 
the  rights  of  resident  fellows  to  places  in  the  Cor- 
poration, and  sought  for  precedents  in  the  records. 
Both  of  them  carefully  examined  the  early  gifts  of 
land  to  the  College,  and  did  what  they  could  to 
remedy  previous  negligence  in  protecting  the 
rights  of  the  College.     The  traces  of  their  labors 


are  to  be  found  in  numerous  marginal  cross  refer- 
ences in  the  records.  It  was  probably  through 
some  of  the  marginal  references  by  Wadsworth 
that  Quincy  was  able  to  identify  the  book  which 
Wadsworth  denominated  No.  I.,  although  it  may 
have  been  by  means  of  a  topical  index  to  the  early 
books  of  record  in  Wadsworth's  hand-writing, 
which  is  still  in  existence.  By  means  of  these 
marginal  references,  as  well  as  of  the  Index,  we 
verify  the  fact  that  Wadsworth  called  the  book 
now  in  the  Archives,  which  contains  the  record  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  College  at 
which  the  seal  was  adopted.  Book  No.  I.  By 
selecting  from  the  Index  the  several  references  to 
Book  II. ,  we  can  obtain  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  only  volume  analyzed  by  Wadsworth 
which  is  not  now  in  existence,  being  probably  the 
same  volume  referred  to  in  marginal  references  in 
the  record,  in  Leverett's  hand-writing,  as  "  Old 
Overseers'  Records." 

The  earliest  date  found  in  the  Index,  in  refer- 
ence to  Book  II.,  is  1654 ;  the  latest  1682.  Pages 
are  referred  to  from  3  to  73.  We  have  therefore 
an  analysis  of  a  record  covering  seventy  pages  and 
including  transactions  which  took  place  during 
twenty-eight  years.  A  few  of  the  entries  relate  to 
the  College  estate.  Some  of  them  are  historical  in 
character.     Tlie  majority,  however,  refer  to  rules 
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and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  officers  and 
students,  the  references  being  of  such  a  nature  as 
enaUles  us  easily  to  identify  the  rules  in  tran- 
scripts which  exist  in  Books  I.  and  III.  Through 
one  entry  we  learn  that  "the  Overseers  chose  a 
Clark,  An.  1654."  The  name  of  "Thomas  Dan- 
forth,  Clerk,"  certifies  some  of  the  transcripts  in 
the  College  Books.  Danforth's  name  appears  as 
Treasurer  in  the  Charter  of  1650,  and  it  is  probable 
that  he  -was  the  clerk  who  was  then  chosen.  At 
any  rate  the  date  of  the  election  is  also  the  date  of 
the  first  entry  in  this  book,  and  when  taken  in 
connection  with  the  character  of  its  contents, 
would  indicate  that  the  missing  book  was  the  first 
hook  of  records  of  the  Overseers.  It  is  easy  to 
understand  that  the  six  magistrates  and  six  elders 
who  were  named  in  1636  to  "take  order  for  a 
College  at  Newtown,"  having  no  definite  authority 
and  no  prescribed  functions  of  office,  might  neglect 
to  keep  a  record  of  their  meetings,  if  any  they 
ever  held.  Even  after  the  establishment  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers  in  1642,  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession and  definite  duties,  it  is  evident  that  it 
must  have  been  a  severe  tax  upon  the  majority  of 
the  members  to  attend  meetings.  When,  there- 
fore, they  had  prescribed  rules  for  the  conduct  of 
affairs  at  Cambridge,  and  Dunster,  who,  ex  officio, 
was  a  member  of  the  Board,  had  taken  a  copy  of 
these  rules  to  Cambridge,  they  might  well  excuse 
themselves  from  taking  pains  to  preserve  any 
voluminous  records  of  the  transactions  of  these 
widely  separated  meetings.  When  Dunster  pe- 
titioned for  a  Charter  in  1650,  it  was  probably 
because  he  felt  the  necessity  for  some  more  com- 
pact and  more  tangible  governing  body.  If  I  am 
right  in  my  conjectures  as  to  the  character  of  the 
missing  volume,  it  was  probably  the  incorporation 
of  the  College,  combined  with  the  growing  impor- 
tance of  the  institution,  which  spurred  the  Over- 
seers to  a  more  complete  organization,  and  led  ' 
them  to  keep  a  consecutive  record  of  their  meet- 
ings. The  latest  entry  in  the  book  recorded  in 
the  Index  was  1682.  Danforth,  who,  we  have 
seen,  was  Clerk  of  the  Overseers  during  a  part  of 
this  period,  was  in  1682  Treasurer  for  the  second 
time.  On  the  first  of  January,  1682-83,  he  turned 
over  the  funds  to  his  successor.  With  his  depart- 
ure from  the  scene  the  record  ceases.  Under  the 
Charter  of  1692,  the  Overseers  disappeared  for  a 
time,  and  their  records  were  not  revived  until  the 
Charter  of  1650  was  reinstated.  Having  thus 
briefly  outlined  the  history  of  the  records  of  the 
Overseers,  it  may  be  proper  to  add  —  although  in 
no  way  connected  with  this  Index  —  that  the  Cor- 
poration records  do  not  appear  to  have  been  regu- 
larly entered  until  President  Hoar's  time.  After 
1672  there  appears  to  have  been  more  system  in 
keeping  the  records  of  Corporation  meetings. 


Common-placing,  a  rule  concerning  which  is 
referred  to  in  the  third  entry  in  the  Index,  con- 
sisted in  delivering  an  exposition  upon  some 
common-place  topic.  Sewall  in  his  diary  gives 
the  titles  of  two  of  these  exercises.  They  were 
"Man,  as  created  in  God's  image,"  and  "The 
creation  of  the  Soul."  Although  common-placing 
was  not  by  any  fair  interpretation  of  its  meaning 
limited  to  sermons,  it  is  not  improbable  that  such 
was  the  meaning  attached  to  it  in  the  Harvjird 
Rules. 

The  course  of  study  at  Cambridge,  when  the 
College  was  founded,  as  given  in  "  New  England's 
first  fruits,"  was  a  three  years'  course.  Prof.  H. 
B.  Adams,  in  "  The  study  of  History  in  American 
Coll  eges, "  has  published  a  Tabular  View  of  Harvard 
College,  1642-43,"  made  up  from  the  course  given 
in  that  pamphlet.  The  entry  in  the  Index,  "  First 
degree.  An.  1654,  denied  to  those  of  three  years' 
standing,"  probably  points  to  the  time  when  a  four 
years'  course  was  required.  There  was  nothing  in 
the  "Laws,  Liberties,  and  Orders  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege "  which  indicated  how  long  a  candidate  for  a 
degree  was  required  to  be  at  the  College.  The 
entry  concerning  the  President's  horse,  which  was 
apparently  to  be  "  repaired"  as  well  as  "  kept"  at 
College  charge,  is  easy  to  understand.  Wads- 
worth  first  made  the  entry  that  the  President's 
horse  was  to  be  kept  at  the  College  charge ;  then 
finding  some  items  about  repairs  to  his  house  being 
also  paid  for  by  the  College,  he  sought  for  a  suit- 
able place  to  make  the  entry.  The  words  "  Presi- 
dent's horse  "  attracted  his  eye,  and  mistaking  them 
for  "President's  house,"  which  in  his  hand-writing 
they  closely  resemble,  he  hastily  interlined  the 
word  "repaired,"  and  left  on  the  record  the  state- 
ment that  the  President's  horse  was  repaired  at 
College  charge. 

It  is  to  be  lamented  that  the  analysis  of  this 
book,  which  has  been  preserved  to  us  through  the 
Index,  is  not  more  comprehensive.  Inasmuch, 
however,  as  we  find  so  little  in  the  Index  which  is 
new,  we  may  infer  that  Books  I.  and  III.  contain, 
in  the  extracts  transcribed  there,  the  more  valuable 
parts  of  this  book.

Books  given  to  the  Library  by  John  Harvard, 
Peter  Bulkley,  Sir  Kenelme  Digby,  and 
Governor  Bellingham. 

In  1638  John  Harvard  left  his  library  to  the 
College.  In  164:7  Dunster,  in  a  letter  to  the  In- 
dian Commissioners,  stated  that  the  library  was 
especially  defective  in  books  on  law,  philosophy, 
physics,  and  mathematics,  "the  furnishing  where- 
of would  be  both  honorable  and  profitable  to  the 
country  in  general,  and  in  an  especial  manner  to 
those  scholars  whose  various  inclinations  to  all 
professions  might  thereby  be  encouraged."  The 
author  of  "New  England's  first  fruits,"  a  tract 
published  in  1649,  says  that  the  College  had  "a 
large  library  with  some  books  in  it,  the  gifts  of 
diverse  of  our  friends."  '  In  the  first  book  of 
College  records  there  are  entered  lists  of  books 
received  from  John  Harvard,  from  Peter  Bulkley, 
from  Governor  Bellingham,  from  Sir  Kenelme 
Digby,  and  from  Governor  Winthrop. 

The  Catalogue  of  tlie  books  given  to  the  Library 
by  John  Harvard  was  entered  in^a  hand-writing 
which  has  been  identified  as  that  of  Dunster.  It 
is  curious  to  note  the  doubt  as  to  the  spelling  of 
the  name,  which  was  first  written  Hervertus,  for 
which  Harvardus  was  afterwards  substituted.  If 
the  hint  contained  in  this  entry  had  caught  the  eye 
of  some  skilled  genealogist  while  the  search  was 
still  being  blindly  prosecuted  in  England  for  some 
trace  of  Harvard's  family,  perhaps  the  time  de- 
voted to  this  purpose  might  have  been  materially 
shortened. 

The  Catalogue  is  an  author's  list,  anonymous 
works  being  entered  by  title.  What  arrangement 
there  is  consists  in  an  alphabetical  grouping,  no 
care  being  taken  to  follow  the  alphabetical  arrange- 
ment beyond  the  first  letter  of  the  first  word. 
Binder's  titles  are  generally  used,  but  in  some  in- 
stances, especially  where  the  work  was  published 
in  several  volumes,  the  character  of  the  work  is 
more  fully  set  forth.  No  attempt  at  uniformity  is 
'made  in  the  manner  of  entry.  Thus  we  have 
"Lord  Verulam:  Nat:  History,"    "  Maxey's  Ser^ 
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mons,"  "  Downame,  his  warfare.''  In  Latin  titles, 
the  case  of  the  author's  name  is  pometimes  tlie 
nominatiye,  sometimes  the  genitive.  Tlie  attempt 
has  been  made  in  the  published  list  given  here- 
with, to  reproduce  the  Catalogue  as  it  is  entered 
in  the  records.  As  a  rule  it  is  not  difficult  to  do 
this,  for  Dunster's  writing  is  easy  to  decipher; 
but  occasionally  a  doubt  may  arise  whether  the 
title  of  some  obsolete  work  has  been  correctly 
transcribed.  The  Catalogue  of  tlie  Library,  pub- 
lished in  1723,  in  which  nearly  one  half  of  the 
titles  can  bo  identified,  has  been  of  service  in  this 
behalf.  The  number  of  entries  in  the  (!!atalogue 
is  250.  The  number  of  volumes  is  not  disclosed, 
but  there  were  evidently  over  300 ;  Quincy  says 
there  were  2G0.  This  is  an  under-estimate,  and 
may  be  explained  by  the  fact  tliat  several  volumes 
are  sometimes  grouped  after  an  author's  name,  as 
if  they  were  but  one  title.  A  curious  interest  at- 
taches to  this  list  of  books.  Its  careful  study  by 
some  competent  person  familiar  witli  the  bibliog- 
raphy of  the  times,  would  perhaps  furnish  more 
information  concerning  the  literary  taste  and 
habits  of  mind  of  John  Harvard  than  has  been 
collected  during  the  years  of  diligent  gleaning  in 
parish  and  college  records  and  in  probate  offices 
on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic.  Sixty  five  per  cent 
of  the  books  were  entered  under  Latin  titles. 
The  remaining  tliirty  five  per  cent  are  given  in 
English,  save  that  the  title  of  the  pa<ri\i,Kov  S&pov 
is  given  in  Greek  letters,  and  that  a  Greek  word 
is  introduced  in  the  title  of  a  work  attributed  to 
"Francklin."  As  would  naturally  be  expected, 
the  greater  part  of  the  books  were  of  a  theological 
character,  sixty  two  per  cent  of  the  library  being 
devoted  to  expositions  of  the  Scripture,  doctrinal 
discussions,  and  polemical  disquisitions.  There 
was  a  fair  representation  of  the  Classics,  among 
which  are  to  be  found  Cicero's  de  Officiis,  Terence, 
Juvenal,  Sallust,  Horace  with  Stephanus's  notes, 
Lucan,  Plutarch,  and  the  orations  of  Isocrates  in 
Greek  and  Latin.  Law  and  Medicine  were  repre- 
sented. The  former  in  a  collection  of  Statutes 
and  a  form  book  for  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  ;  and  the 
latter  in  a  few  books  devoted  to  the  subject  of  hy. 
giene.  History  was  represented  by  a  few  volumes, 
among  which  was  Camden's  Remains.  The  library, 
although  not  rich  in  works  treating  on  Pliilosophy, 
Logic,  and  Ethics,  was  not  altogether  destitute  of 
titles  bearing  on  these  topics.  A  slight  taste  for 
poetry  is  indicated  by  the  presence  of  Poetarum 
Flores,  Thesaurus  Poeticus,  Quarles'  Poems,  and 
by  the  title  "  Withers,"  which  may  perhaps  refer 
to  some  of  the  many  poems  from  the  pen  of 
George  Withers.  The  significance  of  the  pres- 
ence of  John  Robinson's  Essays  among  these 
volumes  was  alluded  to  by  Mr.  Winsor  in  his 
oration  at  Duxbury  on  the  two  hundred  and  fiftieth 


anniversary  of  the  settlement  of  that  town.  Such 
titles  as  "Elegant  Phrases,"  "Garden  of  Elo- 
quence," and  "Philosophers'  Banquet"  do  not 
convey  positive  assurance  as  to  the  character  of 
the  books ;  but  they  probably  indicate  compila- 
tions of  extracts  from  authors  of  reputation  on 
the  several  topics.  Heylin's  Geography,  Chap- 
man's translation  of  Homer,  and  Lord  Verulam's 
Natural  History  found  places  on  the  shelves.  The 
presence  of  one  other  volume.  Bacon's  Advance- 
ment Essays,  deserves  mention,  because,  more 
than  any  other  work  in  the  collection,  outside  the 
Classics,  it  serves  to  connect  this  curious  list  of 
books,  mainly  obsolete,  with  the  accepted  literature 
of  to-day. 

Apparently  there  were  but  one  or  two  works  in 
any  other  language  than  Latin  or  English.  There 
were  Greek  and  Hebrew  dictionaries  and  gram- 
mars ;  there  was  one  work  at  least  in  Greek  and 
Latin,  and  there  were  one  or  two  which  may  have 
been  in  the  Greek  tongue.  If  in  "  Minshei  Diction- 
arum  "  we  identify  Minsheu's  Spanish  and  English 
dictionary,  of  the  Catalogue  of  1723,  we  have  the 
solitary  instance  of  recognition  that  there  were 
other  modern  languages  than  English.  This,  how- 
ever, is  not  remarkable.  Latin  still  held  its  place 
as  the  common  tongue  in  which  the  learned  could 
interchange  their  thoughts. 

The  same  strong  personal  interest  does  not 
attach  to  the  lists  of  books  given  by  Bulkley, 
Digby,  and  Bellingham;  and  yet  their  publican 
tion  has  a  value.  Information  which  brings  us 
closer  to  the  men  of  that  period  will  always  be 
welcome.  If  we  find  among  the  volumes  pre- 
sented by  Bulkley  none  which  would  interest  the 
student  to-day,  yet  we  may  rest  assured  that 
Dunster  entered  the  record  with  feelings  of  grati- 
tude. To  the  pioneer  clergyman  in  the  little  set- 
tlement at  Concord  these  books  were  dear.  They 
constituted,  according  to  Cotton  Mather,  "  no 
small  part  of  his  library."  Bulkley's  contem- 
poraries could  measure  his  generosity  and  could 
appreciate  the  liberality  which  led  a  man  situated 
as  he  was  to  part  with  what  nmst  have  been  of 
incalculable  value  to  him  in  his  isolation.  Before 
we  can  judge  what  it  cost  him  to  dedicate  these 
books  to  a  public  use,  we  must  try  and  recall  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  gift  was  made. 
We  may  not,  even  then,  be  able  to  do  Bulkley  full 
justice ;  for  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  these 
dreary  volumes  being  of  interest  to  any  one.  Yet 
before  we  undertake  to  measure  in  our  minds 
the  extent  of  his  sacrifice,  he  is  entitled  to  the 
effort. 

What  was  the  link  which  connected  Sir  Kenelme 
Digby  with  Harvard  College?  Why  should  this 
follower  of  the  Stuarts  and  convert  to  Catholicism 
have  forwarded  to  the  little  Puritan  College  in  New 
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England  these  selections  from  his  library? '     In 

politics,  in  religion,  and  in  literature,  so  far  as  his 

natural  tastes  can  be  discovered,  he  had  scarce  a 

thought  in  common  with  the  sturdy  founders  of 

the  Congregational  Church  of  New  England.     The 

strong,  coarse  outline  sketch  which  Evelyn  in  his 

Diary  gives  of  Sir  Kenelme  indicates  a  prejudiced 

hand.   Nevertheless  the  sketch  could  not  have  been 

drawn  entirely  from  imagination.   We  are  tempted 

to  doubt  whether  this  dabbler  in  alchemy,  who 

claimed  to  have  fixed  mercury  and  to  have  found 

the  solvent  for  gold,  and  who  was  denounced  as 

"  an  errant  mountebank"  and  "a  teller  of  strange 

things,"  can  possibly  be  the  patron  of  the  little 

school  for  clergymen  in  New  England.    We  search 

in  vain  the  list  of  books  entered  upon  the  record 

by  President  Chauncy  for  the  poems,  romances, 

chymical,  and  astrological  works,  "  books  of  more 

pomp  than  intrinsic  value,''  which  composed  the 

bulk  of  Sir  Kenelme's  library.     These  and  the 

lucubrations  of  his  own  pen  he  spared  the  College.' 

Contenting  himself  with  a  gift  composed  mainly  of 

works  of  the  Fathers  of-the  Church,  perhaps  he 

hoped  that  their  subtle  influence  might  convert 

some  Protestant  reader  to  the  true  faith. 

There  is  no  date  to  indicate  when  Governor 
Bellingham's  gift  reached  the  Library.  As  it  was 
entered  by  Dunster,  it  must  have  been  before 
1654.  Nearly  all  the  books  in  this  list  are  to  be 
found  in  Harvard's  library.  One  volume,  how- 
ever, Grotius,  de  jure  belli,  which  found  its  way 
upon  the  shelves  of  the  Puritan  leader,  served,  by 
its  absence  from  the  library  of  the  clergyman,  to 
mark  the  differences  in  their  callings. 

The  list  of  books  given  by  Governor  Winthrop 
has  already  been  published  in  R.  C.  Winthrop's 
Life  and  Letters  of  John  Winthrop,  1630-16-i9 
(Boston,  1867). 

In  the  notes  of  the  succeeding  lists  the  following  abbrevi- 
ations are  used :  H.  C.  Cat.  =  Catalogus  librorum  Bibliotheca 
CoUegij  Harvardini.

In  concluding  these  selections  from  the  College 
records,  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  paper  of 
which  Books  III.  and  IV.  are  composed.  It  is 
evidently  of  French  manufacture,  having  for  one 
water-mark  a  crown  over  ashield  bearing  fleurs  de 
lis.  It  also  has  another  water-mark  representing 
a  cross  standing  on  the  cross-bar  of  the  letter  H, 


in  the  abbreviation  I.  H.  S.,  with  the  letters  P.  B. 
below  the  monogram. 

We  have  no  hint  how  this  paper,  identical  with 
some  now  in  the  Archives  at  Quebec,'  came  into 
the  possession  of  the  College.  It  may  have  been 
captured  in  Acadia,  or  it  may  have  been  a  part  of 
the  consideration  for  the  friendly  intervention  in 
behalf  of  La  Tour.  Whatsoever  the  manner  in 
which  it  was  obtained,  there  were  among  those 
who  have  left  their  hand-writing  upon  these  water- 
marks some  whose  rigid  notions  with  regard  to  all 
signs  dear  to  the  true  Catholic  were  so  intense 
that  a  refusal  to  use  paper  bearing  the  stamp  of 
the  cross  would  have  been  both  natural  and  con- 
sistent. Some  of  them,  no  doubt,  sympathized 
with  the  motives  which  prompted  the  defacement 
of  the  British  flag  at  Salem,  the  alleged  cause  for 
which  was  because  "the  jed  cross  was  given  to 
the  King  of  England  as  an  ensign  of  victory,  and 
so  a  superstitious  thing  and  a  relic  of  anti-Christ.'' 
This  ebullition  at  Salem  had  but  a  temporary  effect. 
The  Colonial  authorities  were  compelled  to  swal- 
low their  prejudices.  In  1680,  however,  Dankers 
and  Sluyter  reported  that  the  cross  had  again  dis- 
appeared from  the  flag,  thus  furnishing  evidence 
of  the  survival  of  the  prejudice.' 

There  is  nothing  to  show  that  those  who  used 
the  books  were  conscious  of  the  water-mark,  but 
it  is  scarcely  probable  that  these  volumes  could 
have  been  in  constant  service  for  so  long  a  time 
without  knowledge  of  its  existence.  While  no 
importance  can  be  attached  to  the  character  of  the 
paper  of  which  these  books  were  made,  the  dis- 
covery of  this  water-mark  in  the  records  during 
the  period  in  which  they  were  in  use  cannot  fail 
to  create  surprise  to  all  who  bear  in  mind  the 
theological  turn  which  studies  at  Cambridge  took.

Miscellaneous.  Beside  the  invitations,  notifications,  tickets,  and  programmes 
inevitably  connected  with  such  an  event,  lists  of  the  persons  registering  were  issued 
for  distribution  from  the  2d  to  8th  November  inclusive  ;  there  were  fifteen  such  lists 
in  all,  two  being  issued  daily  on  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  5th,  four  on  the  6th,  one  on  the  7th, 
two  on  the  8th.  These  lists  gave  both  the  home  and  the  temporary  address  of  persons 
attending  the  Commemoration.  The  original  badge  bore  the  College  seal  elaborately 
worked  in  colors  ;  but  the  supply  not  proving  suflBcient,  a  simple  badge  of  crimson 
ribbon  with  gold  lettering  was  provided.  At  the  students'  torchlight  procession  on 
the  8th,  an  ancient  press  purporting  to  be  the  first  printing-press  in  British  America 
was  carried,  the  attendants  scattering  sheets  set  up  in  imitation  of  the  title-page  of 
Eliot's  Massachusetts  Bible.  The  College  Library  has  a  large  collection  of  the  fugitive 
matter  printed  during  the  Commemoration,  which,  when  made  as  nearly  complete  as 
possible,  will  be  appropiiately  bound. 

Articles  in  Periodicals  and  Newspapers. 

It  would  be  useless,  were  it  possible,  to  make  a  bibliographical  record  of  what  was 
published  concerning  the  Commemoration  in  this  way.  All  that  is  attempted  is  to 
indicate  those  periodicals  and  papers  which  gave  most  space  to  the  event,  or  whose 
account  or  comment  was  in  some  respect  distinctively  noteworthy. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Boston  newspapers  the  College  Library  has  received  their 
exchanges  for  the  term  between  October  25th  and  November  18th,  and  this  mass  of 
papers  coming  from  cities  and  towns  all  over  the  United  States,  with  representatives 
from  Canada,  England,  and  France,  has  been  bound  in  five  folio  volumes. 

A  preliminary  announcement  appeared  in  the  Boston  Advertiser,  25  June,  1886  ; 
and  in  October  and  the  first  days  of  November,  notices  of  coming  events,  gossip,  and 
letters  about  matters  of  detail  appeared  frequently  in  the  Advertiser  and  other  Boston 
papers.     The  official  programme  was  printed  in  the  papers  of  Nov.  4. 

The  fullest  accounts  of  the  Commemoration  were  those  given  in  the  Boston 
Advertiser,  Globe,  and  Herald  of  Nov.  5,  6,  V,  8,  and  9.  The  Advertiser  reports,  after 
revision,  were  issued  in  the  Weekly  Advertiser  oi  Nov.  11,  as  a  complete  account  of 
the  Commemoration.  The  Globe  and  Herald  were  freely  illustrated.  The  Cambridge 
Tribune,  Nov.  13,  and  the  Chronicle  contained  accounts  of  proceedings,  with  cuts. 
The  Daily  Crimson,  Nov.  6,  V,  8  (mis-dated  9),  9  (two  issues),  10  [vol.  x.  no.  33-37]  was 
chiefly  devoted  to  the  Commemoration ;  these  numbers  were  afterwards  issued 
separately  in  covers  as  above  described.

The  Publications  of  the  University  (including  those  of  the  Departments,  the  Laboratories,  Under- 
graduates, etc.)  recorded  in  1885-86  numbered  75  articles;  in  1886-87,  109  articles  :  of  Publications  on 
the  University,  the  list  for  1885-86  contained  133,  that  for  1886-87,  207  titles  :  the  Pitblications  of  the 
Officers  of  the  University  on  record  in  1885-86  numbered  389,  in  1886-87,  544  articles.  Throwing  381,

In  preparing  the  first  annual  list  circulars  were  sent  to  217  officers ;  36%  of  the  number  returned 
the  titles  of  works  published,  and  57%  made  no  reply.  For  the  present  list,  236  circulars  were  sent  • 
47%  elicited  titles  of  publications,  while  only  31%  met  with  no  response.  If  these  annual  lists  are  to 
be  full  and  accurate  it  is  necessary  that  each  officer  should  take  the  trouble  to  send  in  a  complete 
record  of  his  publications  ;  it  is  also  highly  desirable  that  those  who  have  not  published  anything  should 
report  that  fact,  and  thus  save  the  editor  much  labor  that  would  otherwise  be  wasted.

The  book  of  Shelley's  poems,  containing  a  num- 
ber of  autographic  copies  (with  others  in  the  script 
of  Mrs.  Shelley) ,  and  from  which  the  accompanying 
facsimiles  were  made,  has  recently  been  given  to 
Harvard  College  library  by  Mr.  Edward  A.  Silsbee, 
who  procured  the  memorial  some  years  ago  from 
a  lady  in  Florence,  who  had  been  of  Shelley's 
acquaintance.  The  book  is  a.  thin  quarto,  bound 
in  parchment.  The  earlier  leaves  have  been  cut 
out.

SUMMAEY. 


In  the  present  list  489  articles  of  officers  of  the  University  are  recorded,  against  544  in  1886-87,  and 
389  in  1885-86.  If  32  of  these  articles  be  neglected  as  not  to  be  properly  classified,  the  rest  fall  into 
a  rough  classification  as  follows :  Bibliogrraphy,  16 ;  Theology  and  Philosophy,  44 ;  Natural 
Sciences,  141 ;  Medicine  and  Hygiene,  107 ;  Law,  9 ;  Political  Science,  23 ;  Education,  10 ; 
Archaeology  and  Antiquities,  7 ;  History  and  Biography,  61 ;  Philology,  15 ;  Literature,  19 ; 
Music  1. 

In  preparing  the  list,  circulars  were  sent  to  221  officers;  126  furnished  titles  of  their  publications, 
66  reported  no  publications,  and  29,  or  about  13%  (against  317„  in  1886-87),  made  no  reply.  As  nearly 
half  of  those  who  did  not  reply  were  known  to  have  made  some  publications,  and  several  corrected  their 
titles  in  proof,  the  present  list  is  probably  more  nearly  complete  than  its  predecessors.

The  work  ends  ivith  "  Capitoli "  in  verse  by  Busone  da 
Gobbio  and  by  Jiicopo  Alighieri,  the  Credo  of  Dante,  aud  a 
oolopbou  in  verse  giving  the  name  of  commentator,  editor, 
and  publisher,  with  the  date. 

The  first  fifteen  leaves  containing  the  Life  by  Boccaccio  are 
often  wanting. 

The  colophon  ascribes  the  commentary  to  Benvenuto  da 
Imola,  and  it  was  long  considered  by  many  Italian  scholars 
to  be  his ;  but  all  arc  now  agreed  that  it  should  be  ascribed 
to  Jacopo  della  Lana.  Reprinted  in  1865  and  1866  (nos.  105

matters,  which  will  be  found  also  in  the  editions  of  1491, 1493, 
1 197,  1507,  1529,  1564,  1578  [nos.  6,  7,  8,  12,  15,  ig,  22],  as 
well  as  in  other  editions  not  included  in  this  catalogue. 

The  two  engravings  (by  Baccio  Baldini  from  designs  by 
Botticelli)  are  at  the  Deguming  of  the  first  two  cantos  of  the 
Inferno.  Space  is  left  for  an  illustration  at  the  beginning  of 
each  canto  and  some  copies  of  this  edition  have  as  many  as 
nineteen,  twenty,  or  twenty-one  inserted,  but  none  have  more 
than  this.  The  first  cantos  of  the  Inferno  and  Purgatorio 
of  Professor  Norton's  copy  have  each  an  elaborate  illuminated 
initial :  that  of  the  Inferno  contains  a  portrait  of  Dante,  and 
in  the  ornament  on  the  margin  is  the  golden  shield  of  the 
Medici  bearing  the  seven  balls  of  Piero  de'  Medici.  As  he 
died  in  1469  the  copy  probably  belonged  to  one  of  his  chil- 
dren, previous  to  the  change  made  by  Lorenzo  de'  Medici  in 
the  number  of  the  balls.  Colomb  de  Batines  gives  a  careful 
bibliographical  description  (i.  36-46)  and'  mentions  all  the 
copies  of  note  known  to  him.

The  latter  had  been  generally  accepted  as  of  the  greatest 
accuracy,  but  Lombardi  introduced  many  new  readings  and 
his  text  has  been  adopted  as  the  basis  of  most  modem 
editions. 

This  copy  belonged  to  Lombardi  himself  and  contains  nu- 
merous and  important  additions  in  Ms.  as  he  meditated  a  new 
edition.

Other  numbers  after  an  author's  name  indicate  a 
special  title  under  that  author's  name  in  the  alphabetical  list  of  works  on  Dante,  which  forms  the  second 
part  of  the  Catalogue.  The  asterisk  (*)  distinguishes  titles  included  in  the  Swpplement.  In  the  spell- 
ing and  entry  of  proper  names,  Blanc's  Vocabolario  dantesco  has  generally  been  followed. 

Under  the  heading  Dante  are  placed  only  general  works,  divided  into  six  sections  in  order  to 
give  some  little  clue  to  their  character.  Additional  references  to  works  on  special  points  of  his  life  and 
character  should  be  looked  for  under  the  heads  :  Arms,  Birth,  Controversial  works.  Descendants,  Exile, 
Family,  History,  contemporary.  House,  Loves,  Name,  Skull,  Tomi; — ■  Catholicism,  Heresy,  Learning, 
Moral  character.  Patriotism,  Politics,  Religion;  —  also  Arabic,  Astronomy,  Botany,  Greek,  Hebrew, 
Heraldry,  Latin,  Language,  Law,  Mathematical,  Medical,  Mythology,  Natural  History,  Philosophy, 
Scientific,  Theology ;  —  also  Arezzo,  Casentino,  Florence,  Lagarina,  Liguria,  Lucca,  Padua,  Paris, 
Pisa,  Ravenna,  Rome,  Siena,  Verona,  —  Alessandro  da  Romena,  Beatrice,  Faggiuola,  Oemma,  Oen- 
tucca,  Henry  VIL,  Jlario,  Malaspini,  Scaligeri,  etc. 

For  works  on  the  Divina  Commedia,  see,  in  addition  to  the  references  given  under  that  head,  the 
subjects  Allegory,  Astronomy ,  Bibliography ,  Characters,  Chronology ,  Commentators,  Concordances, 
Controversial  works,  Date,  Dictionaries,  Geography,  Language,  Sources  and  parallels,  as  well  as  the 
names  of  persons,  subjects,  and  places  mentioned  in  the  poem.  For  works  on  single  cantos  and  for 
comments  on  single  passages,  see  the  second  part  of  this  Index.  In  this  part  of  the  Index  references 
are  included  to  the  Eev.  Dr.  Edward  Moore's  Contributions  to  the  textual  criticism  of  the  Divina  com- 
media, Cambridge,  1889,  although  the  book  was  received  too  late  to  be  entered  in  the  Catalogue  itself. 
These  references  are  marked  by  a  dagger  (f). 

Additions  are  being  constantly  made  to  this  collection,  so  that  the  Catalogue  is  already  incomplete, 
its  separate  publication  having  been  delayed  a  few  months  by  the  preparation  of  the  Index,  and  several 
** '^important  works  besides  pamphlets  of  minor  importance  having  been  added  in  the  mean  time.  For  the 
imperfections '•of  this  Index  the  Compiler  can  only  plead  the  difficulties  of  a  work  never  undertaken 
before  on  the  same  plan  or  carried  out  with  the  same  fulness,  and  the  lack  of  uninterrupted  time  to 
devote  to  it.  When  the  occasion  comes  for  a  second  and  enlarged  edition  of  the  Catalogue,  the  Index 
can  probably  be  made  more  perfect  and  consistent.  Suggestions  to  this  end  will  be  welcome  from  all 
who  have  occasion  to  use  it.

KOTE  ON  THE  PORTRAITS  OF  DANTE  CONTAINED  IN  THIS  COLLECTION. 


The  portraits  here  mentionecl  are  arranged  as  far  as  possible  in  the  chronological  order  in  which  they  were  produced 
Giotto's  portrait  in  Florence  and  the  death-mask  are  the  only  ones  which  have  substantial  claims  to  authenticity,  and  even 
these  are  not  unquestioned.  For  some  of  the  others  originality  and  antiquity  have  been  claimed,  but  generally  on  very 
slender  foundation.  References  below  to  Paur  are  to  Jiis  comprehensive  and  valuable  article,  "Dante's  portrat"  in  the 
Jahrimch  der  deiUschen  Dante-gesellschafty  1869,  ii.  bd.  pp.  261-330.    Other  articles  are  referred  to  in  the  Index  on  p.  102. 


circa  i2go.  Giotto.  A  fresco  ia  the  chapel  of  the  palace 
of  the  Podest^  in  Florence ;  recovered  from  under  whitewash 
which  had  concealed  it  on  July  21,  1840,  and  subsequently 
"restored"  (and  injured  thereby)  at  the  hands  of  Marini. 
See  Paur,  pp.  292-330.  Seymour  Kirkup's  careful  dra-rf'ing 
in  color,  made  fi'om  a  tracing  before  the  wall  was  retouched, 
is  the  best  record  of  the  original  state  of  the  portrait.  It  was 
reproduced  in  a  chromolithograph  fac-simile  by  the  Ai-undel 
society  in  1859;  a  copy  is  in  possession  of  Professor  Norton. 
A  photograph  of  Kirkup's  drawing  forms  the  frontispiece 
of  the  Album  of  the  Vernon  Dante,  vol.  iii.  1865  (no.  92). 
A  photograph  of  the  Arundel  plate  is  given  in  Norton's 
Original  portraits  of  Dante,  1865,  in  which  it  is  compared 
with  photographs  of  the  death-mask.  A  careful  repro- 
duction from    the    Vernon   photograph    and    the    Arundel 


lithograph  is  given  in  Sibbald's  translation  of  the  Inferno, 
1834  (no.  163).  The  Arundel  plate  is  also  reproduced 
in  Plumptre's  translation,  vol.  i.  1886  (no,  isg**),  and  in 
smaller  form  in  Kopisch's  translation,  p.  551, 1882  (no.  217). 
A  photo-lithograph  of  Kii-kup's  drawing  forms  one  of  the 
plates  in  LoceUa's  Dante  in  der  deutsclien  kunst,  1889. 
An  excellent  wood-cut  will  be  found  in  the  Century  magazine 
for  Feb.  1884,  p.  579.  Of  other  engravings  of  Giotto's  por- 
trait representing  the  face  before  it  was  retouched  probably 
the  earliest  is  that  in  Lord  Vernon's  Inferno  of  1842,  drawn 
by  Kirkup  and  engraved  by  Lasinio.  The  same  plate  (?) 
with  the  hand  and  branch  added  is  in  the  Album  of  the  large 
Vernon  Inferno  of  1865;  the  same  volume  also  contains  a 
larger  engraving  by  the  same  artists,  the  fall  size  of  the 
original,  giving  the  outline  of  the  head  and  face  only.    In 
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Lyell's  Dello  spirito  cattolico  di  Daute,  1844,  is  an  engraving 
closely  copied  from  Lasinio's,  but  with  the  eye  restored,  by 
"G.  Cumming  Dundee,  7th  March,  1843."  The  plate  in 
Buti's  Commento,  1858,  resembles  it.  The  woodcut  in  Mar- 
tin's Vita  nuoTa  (no.  313)  also  follows  the  same.  Lasinio's 
engraving  is  also  copied,  but  not  in  line,  in  Foseolo's  edition, 
vol.  iii.  1843  (no.  76)  j  the  same  plate  appears  in  Mazzinghi's 
Brief  notice,  1844,  and  Wright's  translation,  1845  (no.  1662). 
Another  engraving  founded  on  Kirkup's  sketch,  "Richard 
del.  P.  oSTocchi  uic."  is  in  Garrow's  Early  life,  1846  (no.  311). 
Jul.  Thaeter's  engraving  in  Witte'sDante-forschungen,  bd.  i. 
1869,  also  follows  Kirkup  closely;  the  same  plate  is  in  Jacob- 
sen's  translation  of  the  Vitanuova,  1877  (no.  316).  Another 
plate  in  Streckfuss's  translation,  1882  (no.  221). 

Of  the  fresco  as  restored  by  Marini  there  is  a  photograph 
in  Johnston's  translation  of  the  Purgatorio,  1867  (no.  148^), 
and  a  larger  one  in  the  scrap-book  of  this  collection;  also  a 
photo -lithograph  in  Locella's  Dante  in  der  deutschen  kunst, 
1889.  Engravings  founded  on  the  restored  portrait  are  :  an 
outline  one  in  Rosini's  Conte  TJgolino,  1843;  one  by  Phille-* 
brown  in  Gary's  translation,  1845;  another  "Dis.  e  inc.  da 
T.  Aloysio-Juvara  "  in  Dante  e  il  suo  secolo,  1865;  another 
by  WegerofLeipzig in Philalethes' translation,  1865  (no.  213), 
and  in  Bohl's  Dutch  translation,  1876  (no.  131);  another  plate 
by  the  same  artist,  but  smaller,  in  the  1871  edition  of  Phila- 
lethes*  translation  (no.  213),  in  Hettinger's  Gottliche  kom5- 
die,  1880,  in  the  Enghsh  translation  of  Hettinger,  1887,  and  in 
Sander's  Dante  Alighieri,  1887. 

Other  poorer  engravings  from  Giotto's  portrait  are  in  Fra- 
ticelli's  editions  of  1860  and  1886  (nos.  95  and  121^);  in 
Aranda's  Spanish  translation,  1871  (no.  240),  a.  copy  of  the 
last;  in  DeMarzo's  Commento,  vol.  i.  1864,  a  lithograph 
reversed;  in  Bellomo's  Delia  festa  nazionale,  1864;  in  Zen- 
drini's  Per  il  centenario,  1865;  in  "Wegele's  Dante's  leben 
und  werke,  1865,  reversed;  in  the  microscopic  edition  pub- 
lished at  Milan  in  1878  (no.  117) ;  and  in  the  Florentine  edi- 
tion of  1883  (no.  i2ib),  Rossetti's  Shadow  of  Dante  gives  a 
medallion  comparing  Giotto's  profile  with  the  profile  of  the 
mask. 

Palatine  MS.  A  pen  and  water-color  drawing  in  cod.  312 
of  the  Biblioteca  Palatina.  Palermo  and  other  critics  con- 
sider it  to  be  by  Giotto,  but  this  is  purely  a  matter  of  conject- 
ure. It  represents  the  poet  in  mature  age,  and  has  con- 
siderable resemblance  to  the  Florentine  fresco.  A  dehcate 
engraving  of  it  by  Livy  is  given  in  Palermo's  Manoscritti 
palatini,  vol.  ii.  1860. 

Fresco  in  Verona.  A  fresco  of  the  crucifixion  in  the  chm-ch 
of  San  Fermo,  Verona,  above  the  principal  door,  has  usually 
been  ascribed  to  the  century  before  Dante.  Giov.  Sauro,  in 
the  pamphlet  Ritratto  di  Dante  scoperto  nuovamente  in 
Verona,  1842,  assigns  it  to  Giotto,  but  without  foundation, 
and  gives  a  plate  with  two  heads  which  he  thinks  to  be  Dante 
and  Beatrice.    See  Paur,  p.  266. 

1321.  The  death-mask.  Three  photographs  of  a  cast  from 
the  mask  owned  by  Seymour  Kirkup  are  given  in  Norton's 
Originalportraits  of  Dante,  1865.  A  photograph  of  a  cast  given 
by  Kirkup  to  Symonds  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  latter's 
Introduction  to  the  study  of  Dante,  1872.  Engravings  of 
Barkup's  mask,  full  face  and  profile,  by  Kirkup  and  Lasinio, 
are  in  the  Album  of  the  Vernon  Dante,  1865  (no.  92).  There 
is  a  wood-cut  profile  of  the  same  cast  in  the  Centuiy  for  Feb. 
1884,  p.  blC  Paur,  p.  280. 

The  Torrigiani  mask  in  the  Palazzo  del  Nero  in  Florence 
was  undoubtedly  derived  from  the  same  source.  There  is 
a  lithograph  of  the  face  from  a  cast  in  the  possession  of 
Charles  Lyell,  in  his  Dello  spirito  cattolico  di  Dante,  1844, 
**H.  "\V.  Phillips  del.  R.J.Lane  lith."  The  same  plate 
has  been  reproduced  or  copied  several  times,  — in  LyeU's 
translation  of  the  Lyrical  poems,  1845  (no.  283),  in  Bois- 
sard's  Dante  r^volutionnaire  et  socialiste,  1854,  and  in  Plump- 


tre's  translation  of  the  Divine  comedy,  vol.  ii.  1887  (no.  xsg**)- 
In  LyeU's  Dello  spirito  cattolico  there  is  also  a  rather  care- 
less  wood-cut  of  the  whole  bust  as  it  hangs  framed  in  a  medal- 
lion; and  a  photograph  in  Molbech's  Danish  translation  of 
the  Div.  com.,  1865,  appears  to  be  the  same.    Paur,  p.  278, 

Another  bust,  in  bronze,  in  the  Museo  Borbonico  of  Naples, 
is  also  taken  directly  from  the  death-mask.  A  photograph 
of  it  in  profile  forms  the  frontispiece  of  Kopisch's  translation, 
1882,  and  a  wood-cut  in  the  Century,  Feb.  1884,  p.  576,  gives 
the  fuU-face  view.  Locella's  Dante  in  der  deutsohen  kunst, 
1889,  gives  a  photo-lithograph  of  it  in  profile.  Paur,  p.  281. 
The  Dante  Society's  collection  contains  casts  of  Kirkup's 
mask,  the  Torrigiani  mask,  and  the  Naples  bust. 

Other  busts  founded  on  these  are  represented  by  the  photo- 
graphs in  Witte's  larger  edition  of  1862  (no.  96)  and  in  the 
Omaggio  a  Dante,  1865.  Parsons*  First  ten  cantos,  1843 
(no.  153),  has  a  profile  in  outline  of  a  similar  bust. 

Baa-relief  fomid  in  Ravenna.  This  ancient  marble  bas- 
rehef,  Ferrucci,  who  discovered  it,  considers  to  have  been 
made  directly  from  the  death-mask,  but  the  wood-cut  of  it  in 
his  Scala  di  Vita,  1852,  does  not  bear  out  his  claim>  The 
wood-cut  is  also  to  be  found  in  the  edition  of  the  Div.  com. 
published  at  Florence  in  1862  (no.  98).    Paur,  p.  280. 

14th  cent.  Two  ancient  oil  paintings,  one  of  Dante,  tlie  \ 
other  of  Beatrice,  formerly  belonging  to  Melchior  Missirini, 
but  the  previous  history  of  which  is  unknown,  are  supposed 
to  be  of  the  14th  century.  Lithographs  the  size  of  the  paint- 
ings are  given  in  Missirini's  Dell'  amore  di  Dante,  1832.  The 
plates  in  Topin's  translation,  copies  of  portraits  in  the 
academy  of  Pisa,  closely  resemble  these.    Paur,  p.  268. 

cir.  1420.  Maaaccio.  A  drawing  ascribed  to  Masaccio 
in  the  Munich  collection.  An  engraving  by  Jul.  Thaeter  was 
published  in  vol.  ii.  of  the  Jahrbuch  d.  deutschen  Dante- 
gesellschaft,  1869,  and  the  same  plate  is  contained  in  Witte's 
Dante-forschungen,  bd.  ii.  1879.  Tlie  portrait  is  re-engraved 
in  Scartazzini's  Handbook  translated  by  Davidson,  1887. 
Another  portrait  by  Thaeter,  in  Blanc's  translation  of  the 
Div.  com.  1864  (no.  203),  shows  a  decided  resemblance  to 
the  Masaccio  drawing.  A  small  vignette  on  the  title-page  ol 
Kraszewski's  Dante,  1870,  shows  the  same  head  reversed. 

1465.  Domenico  di  Michelvno.  A  fresco  in  the  Duomo  of 
Florence  on  the  north  wall  of  the  nave;  it  represents  Dante 
standing,  a  view  of  Florence  on  the  right,  and  of  the  three 
realms  of  the  Divina  commedia  on  the  left.  A  photograph  of 
the  fresco  is  in  the  scrap-book  of  this  collection.  An  outline 
engraving  ofitis  given  intheOttimo  commento,  1827  (no.  61) ; 
another  in  the  Album  of  the  Vernon  Dante,  1865  (no.  92), 
plate  X.,  Marmocchi  dis.  Lasinio  inc. ;  another  in  Yriartc's 
Florence,  1882,  p.  97.    Paur,  p.  274. 

15th  cent.  ?  Riccardi  MS.  A  miniature  in  the  Riccardi 
codex,  1040,  A  government  commission  in  1865,  consisting 
of  G.  Milanesi  and  L.  Passerini,  pronounced  this  to  be  the 
most  authentic  portrait  of  Dante  extant.  It  was  etched  and 
published  for  the  first  time  in  the  edition  with  Talice  -da 
Ricaldone's  comment  in  1888  (no.  I2iit).  The  same  plate  is 
in  Negroni's  Del  ritratto  di  Dante,  1888.  A  photographic 
reproduction  from  the  original  is  given  in  Locella's  Dante  in 
der  deutschen  kunst,  1889.  This  porti-ait  has  also  been 
ascribed  to  Giotto  by  competent  critics,  but  the  manuscript 
is  not  earher  than  the  15th  century. 

15th  cent.  Academy  of  Pisa.  Painting  on  wood,  sup- 
posed to  be  of  the  15th  century.  Engraved  in  Topin's  trans- 
lation, 1862  (no.  igSb),  Elvira  Rossi  dis.  e  inc.  Closely  re- 
sembles the  portrait  belonging  to  Missirini,  mentioned  above, 
which  he  considered  to  belong  to  the  14th  century. 

15th  cent.  Florentine  medal.  Copies  in  Berlin,  Paris  and 
elsewhere.  This  medal  was  first  (?)  engraved,  with  others 
from  a  specimen  belonging  to  Count  G.  M.  Mazzuchelli  for 
the  Zatta  edition,  1757  (no.  29) ;  the  same  plate  is  contained 
in  Pelli's  Memorie,  2»  ed.    1823.     A  vignette  on  the  title 
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psige  of  Lombardi's  edition,  1791  (no.  34),  represents  both 
sides  mucli  more  accurately.  Reynard's  translation,  1877 
(no.  iQ2^),  has  a  careful  etching  of  the^ortrait  side  only. 
Kopisch*s  translation,  1882  (no,  2x7),  gives  an  excellent  pho- 
tographic reproduction  of  both  sides  from  a  specimen  in  the 
Berlin  cabinet  on  p.  554,  and  a  note  on  it  on  p.  648.  Yriarte's 
Florence,  1882,  p.  99,  has  a  wood-cut  of  the  portrait  side. 

1504.  Luca  de^  Signorelli.  A  fresco  at  Orvieto.  Photo- 
graphs of  the  whole  fresco,  and  of  the  square  panel  contain- 
ing Dante  consulting  two  books,  are  in  possession  of  Profes- 
sor Norton.    Paur,  p.  265. 

X508.  Raphael.  Dante's  figure  occurs  in  the  Parnassus, 
the  School  of  Athens,  and  the  Dispute  of  the  Sacrament.  It 
is  the  porti"ait  in  the  last  of  these  three  frescoes  only  which 
has  been  engraved  and  reproduced  by  other  artists.  The 
Roman  edition  of  the  Div.  com.  of  1815-17  (no.  44)  has  a 
large  engraving  of  it,  L.  Durantini  dis.  Aug.  Testa  inc.;  the 
Amori  e  rime  of  1823  (no.  278),  a  smaller  one,  Giacon  inc. 
Both  editions  of  "Witte's  translation  pubhshed  in  1865  (nos. 
323  and  224)  have  photogi-aphs  of  a  drawing  "  nach  Raphael." 
In  the  2d  vol.  of  BohPs  Dutch  translation,  1880  (no.  131), 
there  is  a  lithograph  by  Amand,  and  in  the  Century  for  Feb. 
1884,  p.  577,  there  is  a  wood-cut  of  the  same  head. 

X518.  Lucas  van  Leyden.  An  outline  of  a  painting 
formerly  in  the  possession  of  M.  A.  Bovio,  of  Verona,  is 
given  in  Scolari's  Delia  plena  e  giusta  intelligenza  della  Div. 
com.  1823;  the  author  maintains  that  it  represents  Dante  at 
the  moment  when  he  hears  from  a  soldier  the  news  of  the 
death  of  Henry  VII.  The  identification  is  purely  conjectu- 
ral.   Paur,  p.  266. 

1572.  Bernardino  India.  A  portrait  in  the  collection  of 
Count  Danielo  Lisca.  Engravings  of  it  are  to  be  found  in 
the  following  editions :  The  Paduan  edition  of  1727  (no.  25), 
M.  A.  Cornale  del.  M.  Heylbrouck  sc. ;  the  Veronese  edi- 
tion of  1749  (no.  26 1"),  the  same  plate  as  the  last;  the  Vene- 
tian edition  of  1751  (no.  26  •=),  re-engraved  from  Heylbrouck's 
plate;  Bachenschwanz's  translation  of  the  Inferno,  1757  (no. 
xgg),  J.  M.  Stock  fecit;  and  Heigelin's  translation,  1836 
(no,  209),  A.  Zschokke  sc.  Stothard's  portrait  seems  to 
follow  this  more  closely  than  any  other.    Paur,  p.  272. 

i6th  cent.  Scipione  Pulzone  da  Gaeta.  A  painting  pre- 
served in  the  monastery  of  Monte  Cassino.  A  photograpli  of 
it  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  edition  published  by  the  monks 
of  Monte  Cassino  in  1865  (no.  103). 

x6th  cent.  Engravings.  The  earliest  engraved  portrait  of 
Dante  in  this  collection  is  that  in  the  edition  of  the  Convito 
published  at  Venice  in  1521  (no.  252).  This  is  a  curious  but 
vigorous  wood-cut,  having  much  the  appearance  of  a  pen 
drawing.  The  1529  edition  of  the  Convito  (no.  253)  was  also 
ornamented  with  a  wood -cut  intended  to  represent  Dante, 
but  it  has  little  resemblance  to  other  portraits.  The  strange 
cape  over  the  shoulders  seems  to  be  derived  from  the  Ra- 
veima  relief. 

The  1529  edition  of  the  Commedia,  also  published  in 
Venice  (no.  15),  contains  »  large  full-page  wood-cut  of 
Dante's  head,  which  bears  more  resemblance  to  later  por- 
traits than  many  of  the  early  attempts. 

The  Venetian  edition  of  1536,  by  Giolito  (no.  x6),  has  a 
vignette  on  the  title-page;  the  expression  is  exti-emely  dis- 
agreeable and  acid,  yet  it  was  followed  by  several  later  por- 
traits. That  in  Quadrio's  edition  of  the  Setti  salmi  peniten- 
ziali,  1753  (no.  298),  copies  it  closely;  the  portrait  in  the  1547 
edition  of  Lyons  (no.  18)  follows  it,  but  is  smaller  and  re- 
versed; the  Lyons  edition  of  1551  (no.  i8b)  softens  down  the 
disagreeable  qualities  of  the  original  to  some  extent.  The 
Venetian  Giolito  edition  of  1555  (no.  x8'')  may  perhaps  be 
said  to  follow  the  last  as  to  the  features,  but  dresses  the  bust 
with  antique  drapery,  does  away  with  the  usual  head  cover- 
ing, and  Romanizes  the  whole.    Ford,  in  his  translation  of 


the  Inferno,  1865  (no.  148),  reproduces  it  and  remarks  on  its 
sti'iking  hkeness  to  Giotto's  portrait. (?)  The  Venetian  edi- 
tions of  1564  and  1578  pubhshed  by  Sessa  (nos.  19  and  22) 
have  a  chai-acteristic  portrait,  which  Colomb  de  Batines  de- 
scribes as  "  con  gran  naso."  Yriarte  reproduces  it  in  his 
Frangois  de  Kimlni,  1880,  though  he  erroneously  ascribes  it 
to  the  Giunta  edition.  Paur,  p.  264.  In  Grangier's  French 
translation,  published  in  1596  and  1597  (nos.  182  and  183), 
the  tatle-page  has  a  vignette  which  does  not  follow  any  earlier 
portrait  in  this  collection. 

1757.  An  anonymous  engraving^  "tratto  da  un  antico 
originale  che  trovasi  nella  Toscaua,"  was  publised  in  the 
Zatta  edition  of  1757  (no,  29).  It  is  in  every  way  a  poor  pro- 
duction, but  Paur  thinks  it  may  give  a  clue  to  the  origin  of  the 
Tofanelli-Morghen  portrait  of  1795.  The  same  plate  is  also 
to  be  found  in  Pelli's  Memorie,  1759,  which  is  taken  bodily 
from  the  fourth  volume  of  the  Zatta  edition.    Paur,  p.  276. 

1767.  Collection  of  M.  de  Floncel.  An  engraving  from 
this  portrait,  the  origin  and  present  possessor  of  which  is 
unknown  to  me,  is  found  in  the  edition  published  at  Paris  in 
1T68  (no.  29^') ,  Littret  del.  sc.  1767.  It  is  copied  in  the  Paris 
edition  of  1822  (no.  50),  C.  Knight  sculpt.  It  bears  some 
resemblance  to  the  Morghen  engraving. 

1795'  **  Stef.  Tofanelli  del.  Raf,  Morghen  inc."  This 
plate,  the  source  of  which  is  not  known,  was  first  published 
in  the  folio  edition  of  1795,  *'  co'  tipi  bodoniaui "  (no.  35),  and 
afterwards  in  the  Pisan  edition  of  1804-09  (no.  38) .  A  smaller 
plate,  also  signed  by  Tofanelli  and  Morghen,  is  in  Poggiali's 
edition  of  1807-13  (no.  40),  in  Pelli's  Memorie,  2*  ed.  1823, 
and  in  the  edition  with  the  Ottimo  commento  of  1827  (no.  61). 
The  Pisan  edition  of  1830  (no.  63)  has  a  very  careful  copy  of 
the  original  plate  unsigned.  Paur,  p.  276.  Other  copies  will 
be  found  in  a  large  number  of  editions; — the  edition  with 
Venturi's  comment  published  in  1819  (no.  47''),  Nasi  inc.; 
the  Prato  edition  of  1822  (no.  51^),  the  same  plate  as  tlie  last 
but  unsigned;  the  Florentine  edition  of  1821  (no.  49c),  La- 
sinio  figlio  inc.,  reduced  and  reversed,  in  outline  with  slight 
shading;  Borghi's  edition  of  1827  (no.  60),  also  by  Iiasinio; 
the  Pickeriug  edition  .of  1822-23,  48°  (no.  52),  Grave  sc.,  verj' 
small;  the  Paris  edition  of  1829,  32°  (no.  62),  Pamela  Dautel 
sc.,  also  very  small  and  reversed;  the  Florentine  edition  of 
1830-41,  published  by  Ciardetti  (no.  65),  a  poor  copy,  re- 
versed, not  signed ;  Kopisch's  translation,  the  editions  of  1342 
and  1862  (nos.  2x5,  216),  the  same  plate  in  both;  Zeloni's 
translation  of  the  Vita  nuova,  1844  (no.  314),  with  Beatrice, 
wortliless;  Carlyle's  translation,  both  editions,  1849  and  1867, 
(nos.  138,  X39),the  same  plate  in  both,  engi-aved by  R.  Yoimg; 
the  3d,  4th,  and  5th  editions  of  Wright's  translation,  1855, 
1861,  and  1883  (nos.  167, 168,  i68b),  follows  Morghen'^  mailer 
plate,  but  an  inferior  piece  of  work;  Lamennais'  Divine 
com^die,  1855,  a  poor  process  reproduction  of  a  wood-cut; 
Fraticelli's  one  volume  ed.  of  the  Opere  minor!,  1855,  also 
poor  and  reversed;  the  editions  published  by  Foresi  in 
Florence  in  1886  (X2xf ,  121E) ,  the  same  poor  wood-cut  in  botii. 

cir.  x8oo.  T.  Stothard.  A  portrait  founded  principally,  it 
would  seem,  on  Bern.  India's.  Engraved  by  R.  H.  Cromek 
in  Boyd's  translation,  1802  (no.  134). 

cir.  1810.  Gius.  Rossi.  A  portrait  formerly  in  the  posses- 
sion &T  the  marquis  Trivulzio.  Engraved  in  the  Roveta  edi- 
tion of  1820  (no.  48) ;  in  the  Milan  edition  of  1825  (no.  57), 
but  wanting  in  our  copy;  and  in  the  Convito  of  1826  (no.  254*>), 
Gigola  dis.  Fioroni  inc. 

X820.  Ml.  Agricola.  Picture  of  Dante  and  Beatrice 
together,  illustrating  Purg.  xxx.  73.  Engraved  in  the  Ro- 
man edition  of  1820-22  (no.  49*),  G.  B.  Borani  dis.  Pietro 
Chigi  inc. 

1822.  Engraving  in  the  Paduan  edition  (no.  5x).  This 
plate  is  unsigned  and  its  source  is  unknown,  but  it  appears 
to  be  founded  on  the  death-mask,  besides  bearinrr  pomc 
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resemblance  in  expression  to  Bossi's  porti-ait.  Paur,  p.  264. 
It  has  been  frequently  copied.  Copies  maybe  found  in,  —  the 
Paris  edition  of  1823  (no.  53),  H.  C.  Miiller  sc.;  the  Floren- 
tine edition  of  1837  (no.  68),  Del  Bene  dis.  P.  Viviani  inc.; 
Ugo  Foscolo's  edition  of  1842  (no.  76),  toI.  ii.,  carefully 
engraved  from  the  original  plate  by  H.  Robinson;  Missi- 
rini's  Vita  di  Dante,  ed.  4*,  1844,  the  same  plat*  as  the  last; 
the  Paris  edition  (Baudiy's)  of  the  Dit.  com.  of  1844  (no.  79), 
re-engraved  smaller;  Blanc's  Sagg^o  di  una  interpretazione, 
1865,  a  wood-cut  by  C.  Kirchmayr,  apparently  copied  from 
the  last  plate;  also  other  poor  productions  founded  on  this 
head,  in  the  Torino  edition  of  1840  (no.  73),  Baudjy's  Quattro 
pocti  italiani,  1845  (no.  82),  Kok's  Dutch  translation  of  1863 
(no.  132),  and  Posocco's  Vita  di  Dante,  1881. 

1825.  Siegert  del.  Bosmaaler  ic.  The  position  precisely 
the  same  as  the  head  in  Raphael's  Disputa,  which  it  much 
resembles.  Also  like  the  death-mask.  In  Kannegiesser's 
translation,  published  in  1845  (no.  214),  "Siegert  Bresl. 
Rosmasler  Dresd.  1825." 

1829.  Medal  by  Antonio  Fahria,  struck  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  unveiling  of  the  monument  to  Dante  in  the  church 
of  S.  Croce  in  Florence.  Engraved  (botli  sides)  in  Missi- 
rini's  Delle  memorie  di  Dante,  1830,  Ferd.  Moutier  del.  P. 
Lasinio  sc. ;  in  the  Florentine  edition  of  1837  (no.  691'),  re- 
versed, unsigned,  and  not  represented  as  a  medal;  and  in  the 
edition  of  1839  (no.  72),  the  same  plate  as  in  the  last. 

1857.  Giua.  Sellucci.  A  painting  of  Dante  afflicted  by  the 
death  of  Beatrice.  A  photograph  of  this  painting  is  given  in 
Mariotti's  Dante  e  la  statistica  delle  lingue,  1880. 

X857.  Ary  Scheffer.  Painting  of  Dante  and  Beatrice. 
Engraved  in  the  Venetian  edition  of  the  Vita  nuova,  1865 
(no.  303) ,  G.  Bemasconi  inc. ;  and  in  Wilstach's  translation 
of  the  Divine  comedy,  1888  (no.  166^),  a  photo-engraving  of 
some  kind. 

1859.  Fed.  FaTujffini.  A  sentimental  production  **ese- 
qnito  sopra  Giotto,  Nello  Fiorentino  e  Pietro  Lombardo."  . 
Engraved  in  the  folio  Milan  edition  of  1865  (no.  106). 

i860.  Oust.  Dord,  This  portrait,  made  to  accompany  his 
series  of  illustrations  of  the  Divina  commedia,  does  not  fol- 
low any  of  the  earlier  portraits  closely.  It  appears  in  the 
large  illustrated  editions  of  the  Inferno,  1861  and  1862 
(nos.  175,  176),  engraved  by  Pannemaker.  The  same  plate 
is  reproduced  in  the  folio  edition  of  Milan,  1880  (no.  118). 
A  reduced  copy  is  found  in  Parsons'  translation  of  the  In- 
ferno, Boston,  1867  (no.  155),  and  in  the  American  reprint  of 
"Witte's  edition  published  by  the  same  firm  in  the  same  year 
(no.  110).    Another  still  smaller  copy  in  Curti's  Dante,  1883. 

1881.  O.  R.  E.  A  sentimental  lithograph  in  Lubin's  edi- 
tion (no. 120). 

Other  small  vignettes  or  medallions  of  little  or  no  interest 
may  be  seen  in  the  following  editions.    Some  of  them  might 


be  found  on  closer  examination  to  be  connected  with  some  of 
the  portraits  mentioned  above.  The  Venice  edition  of  1784 
,(no.  30) ;  Milan  edition  of  1804-05  (no.  37),  G.  Benaglia,  dis. 
ed  inc.;  the  '*  Ancora  "  edition  of  1817-19  (no.  45) ;  the  Bo- 
logna edition  of  1819-21,  illustrated  by  Macchiavelli  (no.  470) ; 
Magalotti*s  Comento  sui  pritni  cinque  cante,  1819;  the  Vita 
nuova  of  1829  (no.  300);  Brocchi's  Lettere  sopra  Dante,  1835. 
A  vignette  by  Flaxman  disfigures  the  title-pages  of  the  edi- 
tions contfuning  his  illustrations  as  well  as  those  of  some 
others.

1829.  A  photograph  in  Johnston's  translation  of  the  Para.- 
diso,  1868  (no.  1480)- 

Florence.  Statue  in  the  piazza  of  S.  Croce.  1865.  A  pho- 
tograph forms  the  frontispiece  of  "Wegele's  Dante  Alighieri's 
leben  und  werke,  1879. 

Bavenna.  Bas-relief  by  Pietro  Lombardi,  on  the  tomb 
erected  by  Bernardo  Bcmbo  in  1483.  An  engraving  which 
represents  the  condition  of  the  tomb  before  the  restorations 
in  the  17th  and  18th  centuries  is  to  be  found  in  Boxhorn's 
Monumenta  illustrium  virorum,  1638,  p.  41.  The  engraving 
in  the  first  volume  of  the  Zatta  edition  of  the  Div.  com.  1767 
(no.  29),  p.  xxxi.  also  shows  the  condition  of  the  interior  of 
the  chapel  before  the  last  restoration  in  1780.  A  photograph  of 
the  bas-relief  in  its  present  condition  is  preserved  in  the  Scrap- 
book  of  this  collection.  Three  plates  in  the  Album  of  the 
Vernon  Dante,  1865  (no.  92),  show  the  outside  of  the  chapel, 
the  interior,  and  the  bas-relief  of  Dante  by  itself,  all  three 
drawn  by  Kirkup  and  engraved  by  Lasinio.  The  tomb  is 
also  figured  in  Yriarte's  Florence,  1882,  p.  103,  and  in  his- 
Frangoise  de  Bimini,  1883,  p.  61,  and  a  good  wood-cut  of  the 
bas-relief  wiU  be  found  in  the  Century  for  Feb,  1884,  p.  580. 
The  frontispiece  of  the  third  volume  of  the  Jahrbuch  des 
deutschen  Dante-gescUschaft,  1871,  shows  the  bones  of  Dante 
as  they  were  exposed  to  view  in  the  Braccioforte  chapel  in 
Ejivenna  in  June,  1865. 

Bomgo.  Monument  in  the  Piazza  Maggiore.  1865.  See 
the  frontispiece  of  Gaet.  Oliva's  Per  I'inaugurazione  del 
monumento  a  Dante,  1865. 

Treviso.  Monument  on  the  Ponte  Dante.  1865.  Photo- 
graphs of  the  monument  from  a  distance  at  the  time  of  the 
inauguration,  and  of  the  medallion  of  Dante's  head  upon  it 
by  Borri,  are  given  in  Ateneo  di  Treviso :  solenne  tomata 
nel  sesto  centenario  di  Dante,  1865. 

Verona.  Statue  in  the  Piazza  de'  Signori  della  Scala  by 
Ugo  Zannoni.  1865.  A  photograph  of  the  whole  statue  and 
pedestal  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  Inaugurazione  del 
monumento  a  Dante  AUighieri  in  Verona,  1865 ;  and  a  litho- 
graph of  the  statue  alone  is  prefixed  to  the  Albo  dantesco

This  volume  was  given  to  tlie  Library  by  Mr.  Edward  A.  Silsbee,  who  received  it  from  a  lady  in 
Florence  closely  connected  with  the  Shelleys.  It  is  a  thin  quarto  bound  in  parchment.  Many  leaves 
have  been  cut  out,  but  the  titles  of  the  missing  poems  are  supplied  by  an  index  at  the  end.  It  was  plainly 
a  copy-book  and  not  intended  for  use  in  original  composition.  The  aim  of  the  following  notes  is  to  place 
before  students  of  the  text  of  Shelley  the  variations  which  this  volume  supplies  from  the  text  of  For- 
man's  edition,  London,  1876.  Words  in  the  ms.  differing  from  the  Forman  text  are  in  italics ;  if  the 
variations  are  of  another  character,  they  are  not  indicated  by  difference  of  type.  In  disputed  passages, 
when  no  information  is  given  below,  it  is  to  be  understood  that  Forman's  text  is  sustained  by  the  ms. 
Variations  in  pointing  and  capitalizing  are,  as  a  rule,  not  noted ;  neither  are  the  cancelled  readings. 
Forman's  titles,  when  differing  from  those  in  the  ms.,  are  printed  in  italics  between  parentheses.

Of  the  poems  now  contained  in  this 
volume,  six  were  published  by  Shelley  with  Pro- 
metheus Unbound.  They  were  The  Sensitive 
Plant,  A  Vision  of  the  Sea,  An  Exhortation,  Ode 
to  Heaven,  To  a  Skylark,  and  Ode  to  Liberty; 
the  first  three  are  marked  published  in  the  MS. 
Of  the  remainder,  all  were  published  by  Mrs. 
Shelley  in  the  Posthumous  Poems,  1824,  except  To 
the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  England  {Lines  written 
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during  the  Castlereagh  Administration).  Of  the 
poems  shown  by  the  Index  to  be  missing,  Maddalo 
and  Julian  and  Lines  written  at  Naples  were  also 
published  in  the  same  Tolume.  It  may  safely  be 
conjectured  that  the  Translation  from  Mosohus 
is  the  one  so  entitled  in  the  same  volume,  and 
that  the  two  sonnets,  not  further  entitled,  are 
"Lift  not  the  painted  veil"  and  "Alas,  good 
friend "  {Lines  to  a  Reviewer) ,  which  directly 
follow  "  Ye  hasten  to  the  dead "  and  Political 
Greatness,  also  in  the  same  volume.  "  Alas,  good 
friend  "  is  but  thirteen  lines  and  the  rhymes  are 
not  in  sonnet  form ;  but  the  title  To ,  a  son- 
net, would  give  Mrs.  Shelley's  authority  for  calling 
the  poem  a  sonnet ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  any  other 
piece  answering  to  this  title  and  belonging  to  the 
period  of  the  ms.,  it  is  altogether  likely  that  this 
is  the  one  referred  to.  The  four  sonnets  published 
by  Mrs.  Shelley  in  1824  would  then  be  all  in  this 

list.      To  and  A  Fragment  may  be  any  of 

several    pieces    so    entitled    in    the    Posthumous 
Poems. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  all  the  poems  origi- 
nally in  this  volume  were  published  by  Mrs.  Shel- 
ley in  1824,  except  those  which  had  previously 
appeared  with  Prometheus  Unbound  and  those 
which  were  political.  Of  these  last,  the  Masque 
of  Anarchy  was  published  by  Leigh  Hunt  in 
1832 ;  England  {Lines  written  during  the  Castle- 
reagh administration),  and  To  S[idmou]th  and 
C[astlerea]gh  {Similes  for  two  Political  Charac- 
ters of  1819)  were  published  by  Medwin,  Shelley 
Papers,  1833,  reprinted  from  The  Athenaeum, 
1832.  Mrs.  Shelley  included  in  her  collected 
editions  of  1839  the  above  (with  variations  in  the 
first  two),  and  added  To  the  Lord  Chancellor  and 
Song  to  the  Men  of  England ;  she  also  then  pub- 


lished the  Sonnet,  England  in  1819,  conjectured 
here  to  be  that  indexed  as  E  ....  d.  The  "  Ode," 
if  a  slight  conjecture  may  be  based  on  the  group- 
ing by  Mrs.  Shelley,  may  be  that  entitled  by  her 
To  the  Assertors  of  Liberty  ( Ode  written  Octoler, 
1819),  originally  published  with  Prometheus  Un- 
bound, or  possibly  the  National  Anthem,  published 
in  the  second  edition  of  1839. 

It  is  possible  that  Mrs.  Shelley  used  this  ms. 
volume   for  the    Posthumous    Poems,   1824,  and 
excluded    from  her  collection  at  that    time  the 
political  pieces ;  or  she  may  have  derived  from  it 
only  material  for  her  editions  of  1839 ;  or  she  may 
have  used  it  upon  both  occasions.     The  fact  that 
her  exact  dates  affixed  to  poems  in  the  edition  of 
1824  are  the  same  with  those  in  this  ms.,  support 
the  view  that  she  then  had  access  to  it.     It  may 
not  be  superfluous  to  add  that  her  variations  from 
Hunt's  later  and  better  ms.  of  Julian  and  Maddalo 
would  be   explained   by  this   means  without  the 
need  of  supposing  that  she  "  edited"  the  text  un- 
advisedly or  carelessly ;   the  date  affixed  by  her, 
^^ome,  May,  1819,  would  also  be  justified,  since 
these  dates  are  all  apparently  not  those  of  com- 
position but  of  entry  in  the  volume.     Similar  con- 
siderations apply  to  her  variations  from  Hunt  in 
the  text  of  The  Masque  of  Anarchy.     The   ms. 
of  that  poem,  which  is  missing  from  this  volume 
and  which  Mrs.  Shelley  may  have  used,  Is  appa- 
rently not  that  facsimiled  by  the  Shelley  Society 
in  its  Publications.     Whether  this  ms.  voluine  was 
a  source  of  Mrs.  Shelley's  text  or  not,  it  nearly 
represents  it,  and  is  interesting  as  tending  to  estab- 
lish her  fidelity  to  Shelley's  mss.   and  to  increase 
the  authority  of  her  text,  when  it  is  not  super- 
seded  b^  that  of   MSS.  later  than  those  in  her 
possession.
